"XINHUA" REVIEWS 1980 PROSPECTS FOR U.S. ECONOMY

|["Dim Prospects for U.S. Economy”--XINHUA headline] 


[Text] Washington, January 15 (XINHUA correspondent)--"Stagflation” 
tormented the U.S. economy throughout the past year. What will be the 
prospects for the coming one? 


The WALL STREET JOURNAL wrote recently that “the most widely anticipated 
slump in U.S. history has finally arrived" and that “this long-awaited 
slump will be deeper and longer than they suspected three months ago.” 


William Greider, a columnist on internal affairs, spoke about "a recession 
plus immoderate inflation" and "the most devastating combination of economic 
ailments in the election season ahead." 


Following a whole year's controversy and practice, American economists have 
come more or less to an agreement on their estimates of what is in store 

in the year to come. There will be a "mild recession" in national produc- 
tion, with a drop of about 2 per cent in GNP from last year's; industrial 
production will decline by over 4 per cent and the number of unemployed 
will increase by 2 million to 8 million; corporate profits will be down 

by 2.7 per cent; the rate of inflation will remain at two-digit figures. 


The economists, however, differ in their estimates of the time and degree 

of the recession as well as in how to attack the difficulties. For instance, 
some insist that recession has already arrived, while others believe that 
recession will begin in the first or second quarter. Still others forecast 
that the situation will turn for the better in the later half of this year. 
But their contenders assert that economic performance will be very dis- 
appointing in the whole year. 


The economists based their estimates mainly on the following factors: 


First, last year's production vacillated between stagnation and recession, 

while factors precipitating a recession are now on the increase. There are 
ominous signs in the production of several influential industries. The car 
industry has borne the brunt, leading the way to recession. Its production 
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drupped by 8 per cent in the whole year and 28 per cent in December alone. 
Steel production declined by 710,000 tons last year. In the housing 
construction industry, recession became noticeable in the fourth quarter, 
and it is generally estimated that housing starts will likely drop this year 
to the lowest point since 1974,

The press maintain that in the new year, the worsening situation of the 
"three industrial mainstays" “will spread out into every activity of the 
economy” and "drag down other parts of the economy.” 


Secondly, orders and stocks become unstable and the consumers’ purchasing 
power is dwindling--these are major signs forecasting an economic decline. 
The BUSINESS WEEK said recently that new orders for manufacturers’ hardgoods 
and new commitments for capital goods are foundering, "setting the stage 

for declines in real spending." Stocks increased month by month since last 
September. A number of manufacturers had to stop production intermittently. 
The consumers contracted more and more debts. Recent statistics showed 

that mature debts averaged one-fourth of one's income. 


Thirdly, inflation can hardly be checked. Last year the government resorted 
to a series of measures to tighten the money market. With the intervention 
of the Federal Reserve Board, commercial bank rates have been generally 
raised to 15.5 per cent and 15.75 per cent--an all time high. Yet at the 
end of the year, the annual rate of inflation still lingered at 13 per cent 
or more, the highest since World War II. In the year ending last November, 
the workers’ average hourly wage dropped by 4.2 per cent, thus whittling 
down the purchasing power of the people. In these circumstances, some 

hold that recession in production may be helpful to easing inflation, but 
most people are not optimistic. 


Fourthly, world developments augur ill on the U.S. economy. Some economic 
research institutions in the Western countries have predicted that in the 

new year, the industrial developed countries will generally slow down their 
tempo of economic growth and recession will set in some of them; unstable 

oil production will lead to spiralling oil prices; the monetary market will 
continue to fluctuate and the dollar position will become ever more precarious. 


All this will have a direct bearing on the U.S. economy, restricting its 
room for manoeuvre. The repercussions of the U.S.-Iranian crisis and the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan on the international oil and money markets 
are most disturbing to the official and economic circles as they look into 
the crystal ball for economic trends.

[Text] The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan has had a sobering effect on the 
United States. It has enabled the United States to see in a clear-minded 
way the strategic situation between the Soviet Union and the United States 
and to readjust its global strategy. 


In such a short time as 20 years, the strategic positions »etween the Soviet 
Union and the United States have been changed in offense and defense: In 1962, 
Khrushchev transported guided missiles into Cuba to test the response of 

the United States. Kennedy immediately instituted a sea blockade, and ordered 
the Soviet Union to withdraw the guided missiles. The Soviet Union anxiously 
withdrew the guided missiles at the words of Kennedy. Obviously, the United 
States was still strategically superior at that time. 


The situation between the Soviet Union and the United States has changed in 
less than 20 years’ time. In the 1970's, the United States did not make a 
noise when the Soviet Union invaded Angola and Congo through its proxy Cuba, 
4 invaded Laos and Kampuchea through its proxy Vietnam. At the turn 

ot i 1970's and 1980's, the Soviet Union has invaded Afghanistan with its 
own army, and despite the stern warning of the United States, Brezhnev 

has persisted in his policy, treating the warnings of the United States just 
as a puff of wind passing the ear, and has even answered back sarcastically. 
This shows that strategic superiority has obviously moved to the Soviet side. 
The change of the situation has aroused in all possible ways the United States’ 
worries, perplexity and urgent countermoves. 


Wher Carter became president, he announced that he would carry out a “world 
order” strategy centered on the three-sided relationship between the 

United States, Japan and Western Europe, to deal with the Soviet Union. 
However, in the specific practice of his policy, “detente” between the 

Urited States and the Soviet Union was still placed in the first place in 
foreign affairs. The policy of appeasement was used to deal with the 

Soviet Union's pressing expansion, and the SALT talks were used to reguiate 
the military expansion pace of both countries. Far from being able to hinder 
the power of the Soviet Union, all this has actually resulted in the grave 
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event of the invasion of Afghanistan. U.S. power in the southern part of 
the world is now in imminent danger and its strategic interests in the 
Middle East are threatened, causing Western Europe to gradually fall intro 
encirclement by the Soviet Union. By this, there has been a comparatively 
great change in U.S. global strategy. 


In recent years, the United Svates practiced an even-handed policy towards 
China and the Soviet Union and was inclined to be neutral. The Afghanistan 
affair has changed the policy of the United States. During Brown's visit 
to China, he stressed coordination and exchange of national defense of both 
states, sold China advanced scientific and technological equipment of 
military significance, and brought Sino-U.S. relations from the economic 





and cultural aspects into the military sphere. Although this is not coopera- 


tion, it contains the notion of hindering hegemonist expansion from two 
sides. This is really a great change. 


After his visit in China, Brown visited Japan. He stressed again in Japan 
one main purpose: The demand for Japan to strengthen her national defense 
and promote defense cooperation between Japan and the United States. Since 
the United States and Western Europe are taking concerted measures to deal 
with the Soviet Union, the three-sided relationship between the United 
States, Japan and Western Europe is being actively stimulated. 


The United States has always regarded the Middle East as a strategic zone 
directly related to success or failure. Carter's policy was to establish 
a new order through the peace talks between Israel and Egypt. Now, he is 
obviously pushing this policy on with great efforts, proposing the estab- 
lishment of a "security cooperation organization" from the Middle East to 
South Asta so as to set up alliance between the Middle East, South Asia 
and the United States to deal with the Soviet Union. 


There were different views in U.S. governing circles on how to deal with 
Soviet expansion. The Afghanistan affair has finally served to unite the 
different views to seek for "a long-term foreign policy to deal with Soviet 
expansionism" (a quotation from Kissinger). To ban grain exports, cancel 
science and technelogy exchanges and boycott the International Olympic 
Games managed by the Soviet Union are regarded as the first step in this 
long-term policy, reality has finally pressed the United States to face 

up to Soviet challenges.

[Comprehensive report: "Turbulent Situation, Stagnant Economy--Views 
of Western Public Opinion en the 1980's"] 


[Summary] In greeting the 1980's, many Western political leaders, papers 
and journals, while looking back at the 1970's, are also speculating on 
the international situation in the 1980's. Despite differences in view, 
they are generally despondent, maintaining that the next decade will 
experience even greater turbulence. 


"West German Chancelior Schmidt s. in his new year message that the next 
decade will experience even more p: ©»)! » not just simply an uns.able 
energy supply but worldwide turbulance. French President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing said in his new year message that there is a danger of war in 
the world and the West is threatened by economic crisis. Japanese Prime 
Minister Ohira pointed out in his new year message that the international 
situation, both political and economic, that surrounds Japan is becoming 
increasingly grave. U.S. President Carter said in a recent speech that a 
sustained turbulent and unstable situation might appear in the 1980's." 


While speculating on the international situation of the 1980's, Western 
public opinion also evaluates the danger of war, particularly pointing out 
that it is necessary to be vigilant against the USSR, which has been stepping 
up its expansion, and that the roaring tanks in the streets of Kabul and 

the thundering artillery on the Afghan plateau portend that danger of a new 
world war still exists in the 1980's. 


"Last December British Prime Minister Mrs Thatcher pointed out in a speech 
in the United States that the threat from the USSR is not ideological, 

but military. She told the West that the 1980's will be a decade of danger 
and that the challenge to the West will be more serious than during the 
past decade. Murao Okada, deputy speaker of the Japanese House of 
Representatives, recently stated that because the hegemonists have intensified 
their pace of expansion, the danger of a world war has further increased. 
He said that although the focus of the Soviet strategy is in Europe, this 
does not mean that there will be peace or detente in other areas. To 
encircle Europe it is possible that the USSR will intervene in the Middle 
East militarily and increase its military strergth in the Asian and the 
Pacific areas, using the tactics of making a [word indistinct] to the East 
and attacking the West.” 














“Looking ahead to the international situation in the 1980's, U.S. political 
leaders: and press are serfously concerned that the United States’ [s on the 
detonsive in the global strategle sltuation and In the Soviet-U.S. balance 

of military strength, which may continue to head in a direction unfavorable 
to the United States in the next decade. In a recent talk to a correspondent 
oi the U.S. NEWS AND WORLD REPORT, Brzezinski, assistant to the U.S. President 
on national security said: ‘Over the past several years, the Soviet Union 
has been building up its military strength, and if this trend continues, I 
think that a serious imbalance of strength will appear in the 1980's. Ina 
broad sense, the 1980's will be a dangerous period.'" Former U.S. Defense 
Secretary Schlesinger has said that the United States might lose the support 
of its allies, friends and natural supporters, because they feel the United 
States is attempting to do nothing, or is unwilling to do anything. He said 
that if this trend continues for a few more years, the 1980's will become 

an era of misery and confrontation. 


At present, the economy of the capitalist world of the West is in stagnation 
and recession. Western public opinion generally has a pessimistic view of 
the economy and worries that continued economic deterioration in the 1980's 
may lead to grave consequences. REUTER's chief economic editor said in an 
article that the economic situation in the past decade, particularly in the 
last 12 months, was gloomy enough, but that, according to most economists, 
the economic situation in the 1980's will be even gloomier. AP said in an 
article that uncontrollable inflation and soaring energy prices that 
dominated the just-concluded decade present an ominous prospect for the 
1980's. EEC economists say that its economic growth will drop from 3 percent 
last year to 2 percent this year, unemployment will continue to increase 
from the current 6 percent, inflation may be a little higher than the 
present 9 percent and the EEC's deficits in international payments will 
exceed $7 billion. 


OECD, which is composed of 24 capitalist countries, recently published 

its prediction in a report on the economic situation of the 1980's, 
pointing out that the economic growth of OECD as a whole in 1980 will drop 
to zero or nearly zero and that unemployment problems of its members will 
certainly worsen. 


"Alchough the economic situation and the prospects of the several rajor 
capitalist countries of the West may be different, the economists of 
these countries commonly agree that the economic situation of the 1980's 
will be unsatisfactory."

[Excerpts] On his return to the United States from a visit to China, 
U.S. Defense Secretary Brown said in his first public speech that it is 
possible that the Soviet Union will order its troops to attack Pakistan 
or Iran. 


He did not make this statement because he had taken up any of Beijing's 
views. It was only then he was on his way home that Brown heard the news 
that the Soviet forces in Afghanistan had approached Pakistan to the east 
and the oilfield areas in Iran's border region to the west, and that they 
might take another step forward at any time and launch a new invasion. 


This is nothing more than alarmist talk. It seems that the situation will 
not suddenly become so very dangerous--even though there has been news 
that the Soviet forces in Afghanistan have already gained control of the 
situation. It is certainly true that they cannot possibly completely 
eradicate the resisting forces very quickly. (They will not be able to 
achieve this even over a long period of time, and will probably never do 
it.) However, it will also be impossible for the Afghan insurgents to 
attack the Soviet forces so fiercely that they will not be able to hold 
their ground. It is not impossible that the Soviet forces will assign 
some men to make trouble with the next-door neighbors of Afghanistan. It 
is possible that the polar bear, this huge monster, will do this. 


The bear will disguise itself as a dove, an old trick of the Kremlin. After 
having disguised itself as a dove, it will soon show its ferocious features 
and stretch its paws again. This is yet another old trick of the Kremlin. 
Even though the Soviet Union .as not intruded into Pakistan or Iran yet, 
sooner or later it will take wction and get to work. It is only now when 

it is receiving heavy penalties for its invasion and occupation of 
Afghanistan that it has postponed its disruptive activities. 


The urgent task at the moment is that we must not relax our various kinds 
of sanctions against the Soviet Union. 














What is more important, we must strengthen unity, seriously handle this most 
ferocious aggressor and allow no breach for it to get through. We must never 
again let it succeed no matter whether it is going to intrude into Pakistan 


to the east, attack Iran to the west or advance on the Indian Ocean to the 
south. 


Although Lran's Khomeyni appears to be messing things up on the question 
of the hostages, he seems to be relatively sober on his attitude toward 
the Soviet Union. He has not only refuted but also protested against 


the Soviet Union's hypocritical expression to give assistance. This move 
is great!

"BA YI' ON U.S. REPORT ON MILITARY CAPABILITY

[Text] It is understandable that the notorious report on China concocted 
by the U.S. Department of Defense should be carried by the "Reference 
Material for Internal Use Only" during Secretary Harold Brown's visit to 
China. But it is completely wrong for us to remain silent about the report 
and not to relay it to cadres of our troop units. The argument that, when 
widely distributed, the report will cause misunderstanding among the 
commanders and fighters of the PLA and hurt Sino-U.S. friendship is not 
convincing at all. 


Since the U.S. Defense Department did not consider that its report would 
hurt such a friendship, why should we fear that Sino-U.S. friendship would 
be hurt when the contents of the report were understood by our commanders 
and fighters? It is our belief that a briefing given to our cadres at 

the company level and above on the major contents of the U.S. Defense 
Department's report will not only help cadres at all levels of our army to 
understand the U.S. Armed Forces’ attitude toward us and their view about 
our PLA, but will also be conducive to strengthening the determination of 
our commanders and fighters to work hard and become strong. 


It is true that our country is poor. That our army is poorly equipped and 
its technical level low are also true. But we are not so poor as the 
report said--that China is not capable of establishing a modern defense 
system. The report went on in a contemptuous tone that China lags 15 years 
behind the United States and the Soviet Union in every respect. Because 
of the limitations of the educational and training level of the Chinese 
army's officers and men, the Chinese PLA cannot possibly use sophisticated 
U.S. conventional weapons even if such weapons have been shipped to China. 
The report ruled out the feasibility of transferring U.S. and NATO member 
countries’ military technology to China, saying that the limitations of 
Chinese engineers’ and technicians' ability make it hard for them to use 
the blueprints and technical data. It added that the Chinese soldiers 
cannot use military supplies produced in other countries because most of 
them lack the minimum scientific knowledge required--knowledge about 
mathematics, physics and chemistry. 





The third part of the report flagrantly distorted and slandered the national 
character of the Chinese people, saying that the effectiveness of any kind 
of U.S. military aid to China would be limited because of the Chinese 
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people's arrogance and antiforeign mentality. In a most ferocious tone, the 
report concluded that the most effective military aid to China at present 
would be establishing U.S. naval and air force bases in northeast China, 
Xinjiang, the southwestern provinces and the eastern coastal regions of 
China, but not supplying arms to the country. The deployment of U.S. forces 
in this way will strengthen Sino-U.S. military cooperation, curb Soviet 
military streng’ : in Asia and prevent China from using U.S. arms without 
U.S. consent. 


The report called for efforts to have frequent contact with the Chinese 
military so as to clearly understand the structure, combat capability and 
logistics mobility of the Chinese army. In a superpower's arrogant and 
flagrant manner, the United States sees China as one of its outposts in 
future wars and regards our army as vanguards if a war breaks out. This 

is not surprising; however, what puzzles us is that some people in our 
party and our army have tried so hard to compromise and to swallow insults.

FRENCH GROUP SPONSORS MARCH FOR KAMPUCHEAN AID

[Text] Paris, January 14 (XINHUA)--A French organization, "Doctors Without 
Frontiers," announced at a press conference here today that a "march of 
survival" to Kampuchea will be organized early next month, to distribute 
food and medicine to the people there. 


In a hand-out at the press conference, the organization says that despite 
the thousands of tons of daily necessities and medical supplies that have 
been shipped as international relief to Kampuchea during the past months, 

the situation there remains alarming, because "only a very fraction of 

the aid has been distributed, with the remaining diverted to other channels.” 
It adds: “Hundreds of doctors and nurses dispatched by the organization 
have been denied entry into that country in the past months.” 


The communique said that joining the "march of survival" were 14 French 
and international humanitarian bodies. Representatives of these organiza- 
tions and many others will leave here for Bangkok by air on February 2. 
They are to meet at the Thai-Kampuchean border and demand entry into 
Kampuchea to distribute 200 tons of rice and medicine. 





It was also announced at the press conference that the French cities of Metz, 
Nancy, Grenoble, Strasbourg and Montpellier have decided to forge "symbolic 
sisterly cities" with Kampuchean cities in order to facilitate the sending 
of relief to the destinations. Committees in support of the march have 

been formed in Italy, Belgium and Spain. 


At the press conference representatives of the organizations which have 
joined the march roundly denounced the genocide now being committed in 
Kampuchea and declared that people will raise their voices ever more loudly 
against this wholesale murder.

"XINHUA" CORRESPONDENT COMMENTS ON POLITICAL CHANGES IN PERU

[Text] Lima, January 9 (XINHUA correspondent)--Last year saw a steady 
process of transfer of power from the military junta to a civilian government 
in Peru. 


According to the new constitution announced last July by the Constituent 
Assembly set up in 1978, the general elections scheduled for 1980 will 
produce a constitutional government, which is to take office in the following 
July. The military junta then announced that the election will be held in 
May 1980, through which the president, two vice-presidents, and 240 members 
of the Senate and the Chamber of Deputies will be elected. President 
Francisco Morales said that he would respect the new constitution and 
reiterated the intention of the military junta to transfer power to civilian 
officials. Last August, the military junta announced the election rules which 
stipulate that every citizen of eighteen or above including illiterates is 
eligible for voting. 


The registration of voters was completed on December 18. More than 6.25 million 
voters were registered, 1.26 million above the number registered in the 1978 
Constituent Assembly election. Seventy-nine new political parties and 

political organizations, besides those taking part in the Constituent 

Assembly election were registered. Up to now the three big parties--the 
People's Party, Popular Action Party and Christian People's Party--have 

named their candidates and started campaigning. 


In the process of the power transfer, Peru is faced with several urgent 
domestic problems, particularly labour relations and economic difficulties. 
The trade union called a 72-hour general strike in early 1979. This was 
followed by strikes of copper miners, railway workers, bank employees and 
teachers. The number of strikes in 1979 was twice that in 1978, mainly 
pressing for higher pay and better living conditions. 


To deal with the strikes, the military junta announced at the beginning of 
last year a state of emergency and suspended constitutional guarantees 
throughout the country. The state of emergency was lifted two months later 
but suspension of constitution guarantees remained in force till the end 

of the year. Clashes between the striking workers and police took place 
and arrests were made frequently. To alleviate the dissatisfaction of the 
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masses, the government raised wages four times last year. Two hundred seventy 
five people who were sentenced by the court were pardoned and those arrested 
for political and labour reasons were released under a government decree on 
Christmas Eve. The political parties regarded this as positive measures 
favourable to the 1980 general elections. 


To surmount the economic difficulties in the past years, the military govern- 
ment took measures to cut down expenditures, increase taxes, restrict 

imports and give priority to the development of agriculture, energy resources 
and mining and encouragement of exports. Last year saw a certain revival 

of feru's economy. The gross domestic output value went up by 2.8 per cent 
and the favourable balance of foreign trade amounted to 1,500 million U.S. 
dollars. 


Public opinion here holds that the transfer of power to a civilian government 
by the military junta is the general trend and complies with the wish of the 
public. But, quite a number of people still have doubts about the development 
of the process. Some talk of differences between the military and the upper 
strata, others are worrying about the possibility of a new military coup 

On the New Year's Eve of 1980, President Morales announced that the transte: 
of power to the civilians and economic revival were the two objective: 

the military junta for this year. To attain these objectives, peace anc 
tranquility are most essential, he stressed.

["Year-ender: 1979 Political Situation in Venezuela"--XINHUA headline] 


[Text] Caracas, December 23 (XINHUA)--The coming successive visits by the 
prime ministers of three Caribbean Island nations, inflating prices, 
implementation of the "Wages Act" signed by the president and the government 
development plan were the topics of discussion and speculation among the 
people of this capital on the eve of the new year. 


The Venezuelan Government has paid much attention to cooperation with other 
countries this year to have a better international environment for the 
country. Since the Herrera Cabinet came to power, it has played an active 
role in world affairs in collaboration with other Andean Pact countries. 


In view of the restlessness in the Caribbean area and the intervention by 
the Soviet Union and Cuba, Venezuelan leaders stressed once and again the 
principle of the national self-determination, opposing disputes and confiicts 
created by the big powers in this area. Last June, when the armed struggle 
of the Nicaraguan people against the Somoza dictatorial rule entered its 
vital stage, President Luis Herrera Campins warned against letting Nicaragua 
become another Angola, victim of Cuban intervention, and at the same time 
against possible U.S. armed intervention. Together with other Andean 
nations, Venezuela rendered active support to the struggle of the Nicaraguan 
people. After the fall of Somoza, along with other members of the Latin 
American economic system, Venezuela has provided various forms of support 
for the new Nicaraguan Government. 


In 1979, Venezuela has dispatched high officials and special delegations 
to visit 10 Central American and Caribbean countries and received four 
Caribbean prime ministers. They exchanged views on the issues of common 
concern and have strengthened their economic and technical cooperation. 


According to an announcement from the Venezuelan Foreign Ministry, this 
country has given 350 million dollars in aid (out of its 10 billion dollars 
total yearly oil revenue) to the Caribbean countries. 


The government is seeking for steady development at home. Since President 
Herrera formed the Christian Socialist one-party cabinet last March, the 
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ruling party and the new government have faced the following major problems: 
the powerful strength of the opposition (the Democratic Action Party, the 
previous ruling party, has one more seat in the Senate than the Christian 
Socialist Party); the marked decline in the tempo of economic growth, 
enormous budget deficits, unfavourable balance of payments, and aggravated 
inflation. To alter its politically disadvantageous position, the ruling 
party has made efforts to win support from the opposition by promising to 
foster “democratic participation in government and political affairs," and 
by adopting a “conciliation” policy towards the anti-government pfuerrilla 
groups. This "conciliation" policy .as won support from various opposition 
parties with the exception of the Democratic Action Party. With a view to 
solving the economic difficuicies at home, the government decided to divide 
its tive-year term into twr stages, the first two years for economic 
stabilization followed by a three-year period of development. During the 
first period, the government tries to reduce government loans through various 
legislations, cut down the supply of money, raise bank rates and partially 
cancel the price control, in an attempt to maintain the rate of economic 
growth at the level of 5 to 6 per cent; and to stimulate enterprises to 
raise production by means of free competition, to gradually reduce imports 
and foreign debts so as to effect a balance of payments. 


The government's “stabilization” measures have produced some positive results, 
but have also generated new problems. Production in some sectors began to 
decline as the smaller factories faced almost insurmountable difficulties 
arising from over-tight credits and money. Meanwhile, the new price policy 
has poured fuel on the fire of soaring prices. 


Consequently, sharp controversies broke out between the political parties 
and within some of them over these new problems and the alignment of the 
country's political forces has been changing all this time. 


Last October, the general trade union under the influence of the Democratic 
Action Party and with the backing of other opposition parties, organized the 
largest demonstration over the past few years against the ever higher prices. 
This forced the parliament to pass an act for higher wages and submit it to 
the president for his signature. 


The government is now drawing up the sixth plan of the country beginning 1981. 
The emphasis of the plan, it was disclosed, is laid on the development of 
agriculture and animai husbandry. The government development plan and the 
present economic situation have sparked much comment in the political circles. 


It is clear that the implementation of the five-year plan for stability and 


development will not be smooth despite the government determination to see 
it through.

[Summary] There are 29 landlocked countries in the world, largest being 
the Mongolian People's Republic. "Mongolia is located in Central Asia, 
between our country and the Soviet Union. Its border with our country is 
more than 4,300 kms long. It declared independence in 1921. The Mon- 
golian People's Republic was founded in 1924. Mongolia has an area of more 
than 1.56 million square kms, about one sixth the area of our country. It 
has a population of 1.59 million. Averaging only one person per square kn, 
it is one of the most sparsely populated countries in the world.” 


Mongolia has a varied topography. There are towering mountains, vast grass- 
lands and the boundless Gobi desert. Mongolia's geographic location and 
environment give it its unique climatic features--very dry air; little rain- 
fall; long, cold winters; short summers; great temperature difference during 
day and night and short springs and autumns. 


Harsh natural conditions have restricted the development of farming in Mon- 
golia. Farming began to develop only in the late 1950's, mainly with the 
growing of cold-resistant and drought-enduring crops such as spring whea*, 
oat, barley and corn. 


More than a half of Mongolia's people are engaged in animal husbandry, 
rasing sheep, goats, cattle, horses and camels. Mongolia exports live- 
stock, mainly to the Soviet Union. 


"Mongolia has rather abundant mineral resources, mainly coal, copper, 
molybdenum, gold, tungsten and fluorite. The mining industry is mainly 
invested in by the Soviet Union." The copper, fluorite, tungsten ore and 
other raw materials are for the most part exported to the Soviet Union. 


"Seventy percent of Mongolia'’s foreign trade is with the Soviet Union. 
It imports all machineries, petroleum and various industrial products from 
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the Soviet Union. According to Mongolia'’s leaders, more than 40 percent 
of the commodities sold to the Mongolian people are imported." 


Ulaanbaatar, the capital city, has a population of more than 300,000. Most 
of the country’s factories are concentrated here. Major industries include 
power, food, timber-processing, woolen textile and machinery assembling 
and repair. Suchbaata on the Mongolian-Soviet border is the country's 
largest foreign trade center. Being a landlocked ccuntry, Mongolia's for- 
eign trade mainly depends on railway transportation, and it exchanges com- 
modities with other countries mainly through the Soviet Union.

TWO AMERICANS INHERIT PART OF CHINESE ESTATE 
OW160324 Beijing XINHUA in English 0242 GMT 16 Jan 80 OW 


[Text] Tianjin, January 16 (XINHUA)--A Texas housewife and a Harvard professor 
have inherited 70,000 yuan (46,000 U.S. dollars) from their Chinese father 
who died in Tianjin seven years ago. 


The two Americans are 5l-year-old Mrs Robert Waldron, of 1014 Buoy Street, 
Clear Lake City, Texas, and her brother, 48-year-old Douglas Edward Nie, 
of 395 Witherbee Drive, Westwood, Massachusetts. 


The Intermediate People's Court of Tianjin has decided that they are entitled 
to a share in their late father's estate because the Chinese marriage law 
stipulates that husband and wife, parents and children, have the right to 
inherit each other's bequests. 


Their father, Nie Guoying, a professor at Hebei University, had four children 
by three wives. One of the wives was an American. 


Nie first married Li Liya in Tianjiz in 1919, and they had a daughter, 

Nie Xiuyun. He went to the United States in 1920 and lived with an American 
woman named Hildagard. They had a daughter, Margaret Nie (later Mrs Waldron), 
and a son, Douglas Nie. 


The family moved back to China in 1937. Hildagard returned to the United 
States with her twe children in 1941 and died in 1976. 


In 1957, Nie Guoying married Li Jinfan who gave birth to a daughter, Nie 
Guangyu. 


When Nie Guoying died in 1973 at the age of 72, he left 320,000 yuan 
(210,000 U.S. dollars) and two houses, most of which had been requeathed 

to him by his father, Nie Yunan, a director at the former Kailan coal mines 
in Hebei Province, north China. 


Nie Guoying's estate could not be distributed among his heirs at the time 
of his death because it had been frozen during the cultural revolution. 
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The property was freed earlier last year, and the case was brought up by 
the heirs with the Tianjin Intermediate People's Court. 


The court ruled that the estate be split up as follows: 

--to Li Jinfan, Nie's third wife, 100,000 yuan, a house and its contents 

as the part of the property due her according to law, plus 43,000 yuan from 
the part to be inherited. 

--to Nie Xiuyun, his eldest daughter, 35,000 yuan and a house. 

--to Mrs Robert Waldron, 40,000 yuan. 

--to Douglas Ecward Nie, 30,000 yuan. 


--to Nie Guangyu, Nie's youngest daughter, 50,000 yuan. 


--to two daughters of Nie's third wife by a former husband, who looked 
after him in his later years, 20,000 yuan. 


An uncle of the two Americans, Nie Guoping, like his brother a professor 
at Hebei University, acted as their agent in the case.

AMERICAN INCOME VIEWED--New York, January 18 (XINHUA)--The real personal 
income of Americans declined last year, owing to the high inflational rate 
and rising taxes, U.S. Commerce Department figures showed yesterday. The 
Commerce Department in a year-end report on personal income said total 
personal income increased 12 percent last year to a total of dollars 2.0225 
trillion. The increase nearly matched the rate of inflation. Personal 
income includes income from all sources, including wages, rents, dividends 
and government benefits. While personal income increased during 1979, taxes 
rose even faster, up 15.8 percent, the report continued. The result was that 
after-tax income increased only 8.7 percent, while the inflational rate stood 
at about 13 percent. Social security taxes also increased significantly. 
According to the same report, the savings rate of Americans dropped to an 
estimated 4.5 percent of disposable income last year, the lowest rate since 
1949, when it was 3.6 percent. Newspapers here indicated that the continued 
decline in the savings rate is worrisome. It “implies that (the growth of 
the economy) can't be sustained" much longer, one government analyst said. 
Another said it raises questions about “how long the consumer can keep 
buying."

FORECAST OF CHINA'S 10 MAJOR UNDERTAKINGS IN 1980

[Text] To the Chinese Communists, the past year was not an ordinary 
one. The ideological emancipation movement symbolized by the discus- 
sions on the criterion of truth launched a new political situat'on. 
Though the climate remained unpredictable, at the historical juncture 
where profound changes occurred in the national policy, the Chinese 
Communists, nevertheless, made an encouraging step. The political 
Line of the 3d-4th Plenary Sessions of the llth Party Central Commit- 
fee, the personnel arrangement and economic readjustment of the 5th 
National People's Congress and the achievements made by Hua Guofeng 
in his visits abroad all provided the assurances for realizing the 
"strategic shift" in the aspects of internal affairs and diplomacy. 


History has entered the 80's of the 20th century. In the new year, 
the Chinese Communists will coang the many items of work just be- 
gun and perform them vigorous1?" uccessfully. Among the many items, 
this writer predicts that 10 of’ them will be considered by the Chi- 
nese Communists to be of the foremost importance. 


Continuing to Combat Ultra-Leftism and Criticize the "Whatever Fac- 
tion" 


The first item is to further stabilize the political situation and 
develop stability and unity. 


In recent years, the Chinese Communists have constantly urged stabi- 
lity and unity, because a stable political situation and a united 
people are the assurances for the modermization construction. Never- 


theless, at the beginning of the year, the Chinese Communists encoun- 
tered the onslaught of the leftwing and rightwing trends. 
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The 3d Plenary Session of the lith Party Central Committee of the end 
of 1978 had already repelled the attack of the “whatever faction" and 
undermined its personnel strength, such as reducing Wang Dongxing's 
[3076 2639 5281] authority and promoting the ideologically emanci- 
pated cadres, including Hu Yaobang [5170 5069 6721], Hu Qiaom [5170 
1829 26961 and Zhao Ziyang [6392 4793 7122}. Around the 1979 Spring 
Festival. some of the young intellectuals returned to the cities and 
demanded that they be not sent to the countryside, leading to such 
incidents as assaulting government organs, marches and demonstra- 
tions, strikes and slowdowns in Shanghai and other areas. Thereupon, 
the Chinese Communists proposed the “four-perseverance" slogan, and 
the “whatever faction" took advantage of the opportunity to counter- 
attack, claiming that all such phenomena were the evil consequences 
of ideological emancipation while utilizing, at the same time, the 
"four-perseverance” slogan to repress ideological emancipation and 
haul the people back into the “whatever" framework. Thereafter, at 
the Fifth National People's Congress and the Political Consultative 
Conference, the “whatever faction" again encountered a counterattack 
when the Chinese Communists proposed that combating ultra-leftism was 
the principal task at that time. 


Currently, the “whatever faction" s till possesses a certain strength. 
Among the central and local cadres, forces against ideo!'ogical eman- 
cipation, against anti-special privileges and against shifting the 
emphasis of work are poised for action. Therefore, this year the 
Chinese Communists must still concentrate on eliminating the ultra- 
leftist disruptions. In another aspect, as some people take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to make trouble, the Chinese Communists can- 
not overlook the ultra-rightist disruptions either. 





Therefore, one can predict that, in the new year, the Chinese Commu- 
nists will do their best to stabilize the political situation and 
continue their effort against the disruptions from the left and from 
the right. 


Making Sound the Cadre Retirement System and Selecting Successors 


The next item is to reorganize the cadre ranks. Mao Zedong once 
said: "Once the political line is determined, the cadres are the 
decisive factor." These words are reasonable, because the cadres are 
the ones who carry out the policies of the Chinese Communists. 


The reorganization of the cadres consists of three main aspects. 
One is to rectify the small number of cadres who persist in their 


mistakes, resist and refuse to implement the lines and policies of 
the Third Plenary Session and promote factionalism. Cadres who 
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openly resist the "Third Plenary Session" line are not many, but some 
of them form their own factions and hamper each other in work. There 
are also some who formerly belonged to the Lin Bilao and “gang of 
four" factions and who have gotten by under false pretenses and re- 
mained after one or two investigations. If not purged, these indivi- 
duals will likely cause trouble to the Chinese Comwrisis in the fu- 
ture. Two is the issue of successors. Currently, the majority in 
the cadre ranks is old, and age and infirmity will inevitably affect 
their determination and efficiency. Therefore, the Chinese Commu- 
nists must promptly formulate a retirement system. In addition, the 
old cadres must undertake the responsibility of training middle-aged 
and young cadres, so that, upon their retirement or death, the mo- 
dernization construction will be continued, instead of interrupted. 
Mao Zedong proposed, in the past, five conditions in cadre selec- 
tion, and Ye Jianying [5509 0494 5391], in his talk on National Day, 
set forth three conditions: 1. Firmly supporting the party's poli- 
tical and ideological lines; 2. selflessness, strict observance of 
law and discipline, upholding the party essence and eradicating fac- 
tionalism; 3. a strong feeling for the revolutionary cause and poli- 
tical responsibility, competency and professional ability. These 
three conditions will serve as the basic requirement of the Chinese 
Communists on cadres and the criterion of the “both virtue and ta- 
lent" requirement. 


Three is the specialization of the cadre ranks. Among the Chinese 
Communists cadres, some of them originated as guerrilla fighters and 
others acquired their position by means of bragging and flattery. 
They all lack professional knowledge. Yet, it is impossible to pur- 
sue the modernization construction without specialized talents. 
Therefore, the Chinese Communists must recruit large numbers of non- 
party experts to serve as cadres, train the existing cadres, break 
down the theory of "the layman leading the expert" and transfer the 
incompetent leaders to the lower levels as ordinary workers, pea- 
SantS...-. 


One can predict that, in the new year, the Chinese Communists will 
introduce the cadre evaluation and retirement systems. 


Ousting Chen Yonggui and Others from the Politburo 


The third item is to reorganize the Politburo. It appears that the 
"12th Congress” to be called this year by the Chinese Communists wil] 
purge those cadres resisting the spirit of the 3d Plenary Session, 
especially those in the leading stratum of the Party Central Commit- 
tee. Most likely they will include Wang Dongxing, Chen Yonggui (7115 
3057 6311], Ji Dengkui [4764 4098 1145] and Wu De [0702 1795]. 
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Wang Dongxing, named as the head of the “whatever faction,” gained 
favor during the time of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," blocked the 
reemergence of such old cadres as Deng Xiaoping after the fall of the 
"gang of four," objected to redressing the unjust cases decided by 
Mao and disagreed with the principle that practice is the only crite- 
rion to test truth. It will be extremely unwise to permit him to re- 
main as a vice chairman and in the Politburo. 


Chen Yonggui attained his position by means of Dazhai. A while ago, 
the Chinese Communists pointed out that the Dazhai experience was, 
after all, not universal and cited the serious mistakes in Shanxi 
when learning from Dazhai in agriculture. As a vice premier, Chen 
Yonggui was in charge of agriculture,but he is not familiar with 
modern agriculture. All he knows is to stimulate agricultural pro- 
duction by means of the “Communist spirit." With such a person in 
charge of China's agriculture, how can agricultural modernization be 
realized? Therefore, the Chinese Communists created the Ministry of 
Agriculture last year and replaced Chen Yonggui with Wang Renzhong 
{3769 0117 6850}. 


Because of his responsibility in the Tiananmen Incident and his du- 
bious relationship with the "gang of four,” the large character post- 
ers all along called Wu De, the former chairman of the Beijing Muni- 
cipal Revolutionary Committee, a "factional" figure and demanded his 
dismissal. Though the Chinese Communists protected him for a while, 
his power has been greatly reduced. 


Ji Dengkui and others who have not been successful in managing agri- 
culture may also be purged from the Politburo. 


Solving the Bureaucratic Special Privilege Issue 


The fourth item is the bureaucratic special privilege issue. It is 
an issue which causes the most dissatisfaction in the people of 
China. If not solved, it will be difficult to attain stability and 
unity. Though the Chinese Communists, after smashing the "gang of 
four," have all along advocated democracy, there are still many con- 
trary phenomena, such as cadres suppressing democracy and cracking 
down on dissenters; the large numbers of petitioners gathering in 
Beijing for the unjust cases left unredressed; commune cadres becom- 
ing “local tyrants," setting up courts and beating up commune mem- 
bers; giving blind directions such as the "“destroy-melon incident" in 
Hebei. 


With their special privileges, some cadres build private residences 
with public funds, accept bribery, shield their criminal children and 
arrange for their own children to return to the city from the country- 
side ahead of others. The incident of building an expensive private 
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residence, the special plane incident, the Sino-Japanese friendship 
ship incident, etc. must be considered the most notorious among them. 
At the beginning, the Chinese Communists, together with the people, 
also opposed special privileges, but since November, exposures of 
special privileges in the newspapers have become rare. However, it 
is reported that the Chinese Communists issued, in December, a set of 
standards on the cadres’ living and remuneration, while Deng Xiaoping 
pointed out that, if the cadre privilege issue is not solved, it will 
lead to the destruction of the party and the country. 


One must point out that, while provisions must be formulated, relying 
on the people is the most important thing in the fight against bu- 
reaucratic special privileges, and the cadres must be placed under 
the people's supervision. The Chinese Communists must create a re- 
porting system, make provisions against attacking and retaliating 
against criticizers by cadres carrying out criminal law and punish 
the violaters severely according to law. 


Publicly Rehabilitating Liu Shaoqi 


The 5th item is that the Chinese Communists will, at the "12th Con- 
gress," decide to rehabilitate Liu Shaogqi. 


Liu Shaoqi is one of the unsolved issues among the high-level cadres 
attacked in the Cultural Revolution. Besides the charge of promoting 
a counterrevolutionary revisionist line, he was also labeled as a 
"renegade, hidden traitor and worker-thief." The labels were removed, 
and when publishing information on the Anyuan strike last month, Chi- 
nese Communist newspapers clearly indicated that Liu Shaoqi's trip to 
Anyuan was open and ab \veboard under the order of the Party Central 
Committee, and that he did not betray the interest of the workers. 





One may say that the Chinese Communists follow the pattern of gradual 
progress in solving the Liu Shaoqi issue. The first step was to rec- 
tify the obvious distortions, such as the removal of the three la- 
bels and the inclusion of his photograph in the exhibition of the 
Chinese Communist Party history. The next step was to rehabilitate 
him indirectly, such as the report on Wang Guangmei's [3769 0342 
5019] reemergence and that on his daughter's passing the university 
entrance examination. The third step was to fundamentally rectify 
the view on Liu Shaoqgi, such as affirming his political report at the 
Eighth Congress which was once condemned as a "contraband" advocating 
the theory of production force only and the theory of the extinction 
of the class struggle. 


Ye Jianying, in his talk on National Day, pointed out that the Cul- 
tural Revolution, except its motive, made no achievement and was not

even clear about revisionism, thereby opening up the final link for 
Liu Shaoqi's rehabilitation. At the Literary Delegates Meeting in 
October, there were those who referred to him as “comrade,” while 
Ding Ling's [0002 3781] article in RED FLAG, No 12, also openly 
called him “comrade." All these indicate that his rehabilitation 
will soon occur. Even though the question of whether he made any 
line error is still controversial, it is difficult to get anyone to 
agree to considering the Liu Shaoqi issue as a contradiction between 
the enemy and ourselves. 


It appears that Liu Shaoqi's merits were greater than his mistakes. 
The line followed by him after the founding of the nation was ba- 
Ssically correct. It seems that he must be recognized as a great 
Marxist. 


Negating the 9th and 10th Party Congresses 


The 6th item is that the "12th Congress" of the Chinese Communists 
may possibly reevaluate the party congresses since the 8th. 


The party congresses since the "Eighth Congress" were a reflection of 
the historical transitions. 


The "Eighth Congress" proposed that the contradiction between China's 
proletariat and bourgeoisie had been basically solved and that, 
though still in existence, it was no longer the principal contradic- 
tion in China's society. It felt that the principal contradiction at 
home was that between the people's demand to build an advanced indus- 
trial power and the reality of a backward agrarian nation, and be- 
tween the people's need for rapid economic and cultural development 
and the state of the current economics and culture which could not 
satisfy such need. Under the situation where China's socialist sys- 
tem had already been created, the essence of the contradiction was 
the conflict between the advanced socialist system and the backward 
social production force. However, the "Eighth Congress" was condemn- 
ed as a typical case of advocating the "theory of production force 
only" and the "theory of the extinction of the class struggle." 





The "9th Congress" of 1971 erroneously summarized the experience of 
the Cultural Revolution, made a wrong evaluation of Liu Shaoqi, and 
considered the class struggle the principal contradiction and the ca- 
pitalist roaders in the party a contradiction within a contradiction. 


The "10th Congress" of 1973 affirmed the line of the "9th Congress," 
described the development and exposure process of the Lin Biao issue, 
and proposed the necessity "to promote Marxism, not revisionism; to 
unite, not split; to be open and aboveboard, not resorting to 
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conspiracies and schemes.” The three requirements constituted the 
criterion to distinguish correct and erroneous lines. However, ba- 
sically it did not touch upon the issue of developing production, in- 
dicating that the Chinese Communists falled to give adequate atten- 
tion to production at that time. 

The “llth Congress" of 1977 found the "gang of four's” line ultra- 
rightwing (this point was rectified at the 3d Plenary Session of the 
llth Party Central Committee), upheld the theory of the proletarian 
dictatorship, and stressed the class struggle as the main contradic- 
tion (this point was rectified at the 3d Plenary Session). However, 
it arrived at a relatively correct definition of the “capitalist 
roaders" in the party and considered Lin Biao and the “gang of four" 
the unrepentant capitalist roaders. It continued to affirm the Cul- 
tural Revolution, but resolutely declared its end. It proposed the 
foremost tasks of the exposure-criticism-investigation movement and 
the goal of the gradual improvement of the people's living standard. 
One can predict that the "8th Congress" will be completely affirmed, 
the "9th and 10th Congresses" negated to varying degrees, and the 
llth Congress concretely analyzed, with certain affirmations and cer- 
tain negations. 





Evaluating Mao Zedong's Mistakes 


The seventh item is to further upset the idol. In his talk on Na- 
tional Day, Ye Jianying criticized Mao's mistakes tactfully or with- 
out naming names. Reportedly, many people at home were very dissa- 
tisfied with his failure to criticize Mao clearly. 


[Idolatry is modern superstition. Superstition and modernization are 
intolerant of each other, and superstition provides a loophole to the 
careerists. In the recent 3 or 4 years, the Chinese Communists have 
been engaged in overthrowing the idol, indicating clearly that Mao 
must be placed in a realistic position. 


Overthrowing the idol is for the purpose of breaking out of bookish- 
ness and revising past policies, in order to adapt to the need of mo- 
dernization. 


In fact, Mao's mistakes were linked with many unjust cases in China. 
Therefore, if the idol is not overthrown, it will be impossible to 
redress the unjust cases, calm the popular indignation, rally the 
people, and stabilize the political situation. 


In fact, by calling Mao Zedong Thought the crystallization of the 
wisdom of the entire country and the entire party, Ye Jianying made 
the key preparation for overthrowing the idol. 
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llowever, the effort to overthrow the idol will run into resistance. 
There will inevitably be some people who will, out of their “super- 
stitious” psychology or personal interest, object to the complete 
overthrow of the idol. One can predict that the practicalists will 
exert a considerable pressure and wage an ingenious battle. 


Trying the "Gang of Four," the “Four Great Warriors" and Chen Boda 


The eighth item is to try the members of Lin Biao's clique and the 
“gang of four.” 


The public trial of the "gang of four™" is the unanimous desire of the 
Chinese people. At the Fifth National People's Congress and the Po- 
litical Consultative Conference, proposals for the public trial of 
the “gang of four" were the most numerous. Reportedly, the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs has begun to criticize Tang Wensheng [0781 5113 
3932], Wang Hairong [3769 3189 1369], Zhang Hanzhi [1728 0698 0037] 
and Qiao Guanhua [0829 0385 5478], who were the "gang of four's" 
trusted followers. Criticizing them and the factional figures in the 
various areas is the harbinger of the public trial of the “gang of 
four." In November 1979, Hua Guofeng indicated that the "gang of 
four™ would be tried in the new year. Recently, according to a Chi- 
nese official, as state secrets will be involved, the trial of the 
“gang of four” will not be open, but the verdict will be published. 
Besides the “gang of four,” one can predict that Lin Biao's followers 
will also be tried. Though Lin Biao was killed in a plane crash in 
Mongolia, his subordinates Huang Yongsheng [7806 3057 0524], Li Zuo- 
peng [2621 0155 7720], Qiu Huizuo [6726 2585 0155] and Wu Faxian 
[0702 3127 2009], the “four great warriors," were forced to surrender 
during their flight, while another important member of his clique, 
Chen Boda [7115 0130 6671], one of the masterminds of the "571 En- 
gineering Synopsis," did not have time to flee. 


Since it is now often said that Lin Biao and the "gang of four” fol- 
lowed the same line and that they colluded together, then, to try 
Huang Yongsheng, Li Zuopeng, Qiu Huizuo, Wu Faxian and Chen Boda 
simultaneously with the trial of the “gang of four" will not be unex- 
pected. 


Reforming the Economic System in Two Aspects 


The ninth item is to stress the reform of the economic system in the 
economic readjustment tasks this year. 
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In the reform of the economic system, the Chinese Communists under- 
took two aspects of the work last year: Expanding the enterprise 
self-determining power; creating combined agricultural-industrial- 
commercial enterprises. 


On the issue of expanding the self-determining power of enterprises, 
the Chinese Communist central government, in the past, always decided 
on the quantity and variety of products and place the products 
under unified marketing. As a result, the products were severed from 
the consumption needs of society, and the units formlating plans, 
giving no consideration to the market, blindly set the targets. Un- 
salable goods were produced in large quantities, while the urgently 
needed articles were hard to find. In addition, without political 
and financial powers, the enterprises had no authority to expand re- 
production, nor the funds to undertake technical reforms. Last year, 
the self-determining power of 1,000 experimental industrial units was 
expanded, permitting them to withhold a certain amount from their sur- 
plus profit as enterprise fund, to include technical reform fund when 
formulating profit plans, to dismiss delinquent personnel, to nego- 
tiate with foreign firms and to produce and market by themselves. 


Combined agricultural-industrial-commercial enterprises are a Yugo- 
slavian economic pattern. According to this pattern, production, 
processing and marketing are all handled within the enterprise. In 
other word, the enterprise produces whatever is needed. Of course, 
it must also complete the annual plan of the state. Currently, expe- 
rimental units are operated in 26 provinces, municipalities and re- 
gions in China, but the result has not been ideal, due to the inter- 
ference of the finance, commerce, planning and labor units. 


Besides the two aspects, encouraging collective ownership enterprises 
and the individual operation of some trades and industries is also 
included in the reform of the economic system. 


According to the results of the experimental units last year, some 
achievements were made in expanding the self-determining power of en- 
terprises, creating combined agricultural-industrial-commercial en- 
terprises and encouraging collective ownership enterprises and indi- 
vidual retailers and peddlers. Therefore, the reform of the economic 
system this year will tend toward a greater "liberalization." 


Isolating the Soviet Union and Forming Friendly Ties with the Second 
World 


The 10th item is to follow roughly the same policy in foreign rela- 
tions as last year, i. e., strengthening the link with the second 
world and the U. S. and isolating the Soviet Union. 
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For modernization, China needs a relatively peaceful international 
environment; therefore, it must, politically, strengthen its link 
with the U. S., Japan and Western Europe, in order to contain the 
Soviet Union. To realize modernization, China must also absorb 
foreign technology and capital; therefore, economically, it must also 
strengthen its link with the U. S., Japan and Western Europe. 


The U. S., Japan and Western Europe also need China, a large nation, 
to check the Soviet Union; therefore, they are willing to help China 
with its modernization. 


There have not been any great changes in China's Soviet policy, be- 
cause geographically and militarily, the Soviet Union constitutes the 
greatest threat to China. Therefore, tovard the Soviet Union, China 
has always followed the policy of isolating it and avoiding direct 
conflicts. The lack of progress in the Sino-Soviet talks at the end 
of last year indicates that the Soviet Union nas no intention to 
allow a thaw in the Sino-Soviet relationship and that China has not 
changed its principles. 


In view thereof, one can predict that, unless the Soviet Union changes 
its course and ceases its pursuit of expansion and hegemony, a break- 
through in Sino-Soviet reletions will be difficult. 


The 10 undertakings discussed above cannot include all the tasks of 
the Chinese Communists in the coming year, because China's problems 
are many-sided. To use Ye Jianying's words, the problems are not 
just in piles, but like mountains. However, even though the problems 
are innumerable, if modernization is to be realized, the 10 major un- 
dertakings must be performed.

CADRES’ PRIVILEGES, SUCCESSOR ISSUE DISCUSSED

{Text} In all areas in the nation, the ghost of special privileges 
appears everywhere, and the contradictions between the privileged 
cadres and the masses are becoming ever more aggravated. This situa- 
tion has attracted the serious attention of the top level of the Chi- 
nese Communist Party. Recently, Deng Xiaoping summoned together ca- 
dres of the rank of vice minister and above to discuss this issue. 


Deng Xiaoping said that the special privileges of some of the high- 
level cadres have aroused the people's cries of discontent every- 
where. If the situation continues, it will lead to the destruction 
of the party and the country. To restrict special privileges, the 
Party Central Committee formulated 12 articles on the living and 
remuneration of high-level cadres, including provisions on housing, 
automobiles, etc. Th2 general spirit is to reduce the special privi- 
leges. In Deng Xiaoping's words, the relatively "rational" ones are 
“open nrrivileges." The 12 articles were discussed for 3 days at the 
conference of cadres of the rank of vice minister and above. The do- 
cument containing the 12 articles has been officially transmitted to 
the lower ievels. 


The special privileges in the army are particularly glaring. The 
poem entitled "General, You Must No Do So” which reflects the special 
privileges of the military (the old general ordered the demolition of 
a kindergarten to make way for his private residence) is merely one 
illustration. Deng Xiaoping also pointed out that the special privi- 
leges of the high-level cadres in the army are even more serious than 
in the local governts. How can such troops possess any combat power? 
Hereafter, the treatment of high-level military cadres will be the 
same as those in the loca] governments. 
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At the meeting, Deng Xiaoping again expressed his determination to 
reorganize the cadre ranks. The cadres must be rectified within 3 
years. The leading cadres of all levels, especially those in the 
central government, resisting and failing to implement the resolu- 
tions of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Commit- 
tee will >be resolutely replaced. Deng Xiaoping suggested that the 
“adviser ' method be abolished. Old cadres who are unable to work 
should retire and yield to the capable. Their pay may remain un- 
changed, but it is not necessary for them to become “advisers.” He 
said that China's modernization must depend on cadres who have eman- 
cipated their thinking, are competent in their work and are dedicated 
to the four modernizations. 


He felt that the issue of successors is “imminent and urgent." He 
said that the successor issue had already been decided in 1958. How- 
ever, as everyone was around 50 years of age at that time and it did 
not appear to be urgent, no close attention was paid to the matter. 
In the 10 years of the Cultural Revolution, the old cadres underwent 
many tribulations. Therefore, the successor issue has become urgent. 
Wang Hongwen [376° 3163 2429] once remarked that the outcome would 
become clear 10 years later. These words are quite reasonable. The 
overwhelming majority of us (cadres of the rank of vice minister and 
above) is over 60 years old. In another 10 years, we wiil be over 
70. By that time, even if we want to work, our ability will fall 
short of our wishes. Therefore, the successor issue must be solved 
within 3 years. Otherwise, some 5 years later, even if we want to 
solve the issue, no one will pay any attention to us. If we tackle 
the matter closely now, there is still time. If not, if we do not 
handle it successfully, after 20 years, China may find itself ina 
turmoil. 


Abolishing special privileges and advocating retirement will offend 
some old cadres. Deng Xiaoping said: "I believe that 80 percent of 
the old cadres will support my idea, and possibly 20 percent will 
curse me, but I am not concerned." It appears that Deng Xiaoping has 
a great determination. However, will there be resistance? Will he 
succeed? The matter is not without problems. We hope that the bu- 
reaucratic special privilege issue will be promptly solved and that 
democratic life will be gradually improved. 


The realization of a socialist democracy is the key to cadre reor- 
ganization and the solution of the successor issue.

SPECIAL PRIVILEGES ENJOYED BY CADRES CRITICIZED

[Text] In the new era, at the beginning of a new year, one should 
say propitious words. Yet this article talks about "sorrow." What a 
wet blanket! However, not being ostriches, we want to speak the 
truth. There are indeed encouraging things in reality. In barely 

3 years since smashing the "gang of four," calamity has changed to 
prosperity; order has come out of chaos; danger has turned to safety. 
These deserve our rejoicing. Looking at the world, we see the growth 
of the peace factor and the momentum of the democratic trend. In 
1979, Latin America and Asia each saw the downfall of a notorious 
dictator. These were the good things. However, worrisome and sad 
things were not absent either. They exist objectively and cannot be 
ignored. Some of them constitute the gravest dangers to the country 
and the individual, and even less can they be ignored. 


Currently, the official Chinese Communist propaganda machine talks 
daily about che four modernizations, reflecting the determination of 
the highest level of the Chinese Communists to pursue the four mo- 
dernizations and indicating that they have grasped the fundamental 
contradiction--the viewpoint that only the vigorous improvement of 
the production force will transform the status quo. Certain leaders 
and old cadres are indeed enthusiastic, energetic and determined, and 
have made many achievements in all items of work. Nevertheless, a 
new adage on the "four modernizations" is circulating among the peo- 
ple: 


"Bonuses for the workers; freedom for the peasants; privileges for 
the cadres; poverty for the intellectuals." 
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Probably the discontent of some intellectual, but it more or less 
expresses the sentiment of a part of the people. Obviously, the fer- 
ver ter the tour modernizattons has turned lukewarm, and many people 
feel discouraged. "Chaozhou Music" and "Each One for Himself" have 
become popular, and a situation even more discouraging than “hot both 
ends; cool in the middle” has appeared. Overseas, the high enthu- 
siasm of many has dissipated. How far removed is this situation from 
the time when the whole country rejoiced immediately after the col- 
lapse of the "gang of four!" "There is no greater sorrow than the 
death of hope." Whether to the country or to the individual, it is 
the gravest danger! 


Why has there been such a tremendous change? 


The reasons are complex. For many years, the ultra-leftwing line 
caused trouble, anarchism rampaged, false socialism destroyed the 
image of the true socialism... causing the collapse of faith and the 
vacillation of confidence. Even though the overall situation has 
improved in the past 3 years, the contradictions among the people 
have somewhat aggravated as a result of certain mistakes of the Chi- 
nese Communists. The most prominent among them is the special privi- 
leges enjoyed by some high-level cadres, aggravating the contradic- 
tion between the privileged and the masses. The people feel: The 
privileged elements squander the blood and sweat of the people. The 
day of the realization of the four modernization will be the day when 
the special privileges expand and the bureaucrats enjoy ease and com 
fort. How can the people not hate bitterly the special privileges? 
How can they not feel disheartened over the four modernizations? 


The Chinese Communist Party Central Committee is aware of this dan- 
ger. According to a report, Deng Xiaoping, at a meeting, scathingly 
denounced the evils of special privileges to the high-level cadres 

of the rank of vice minister and above, and proclaimed 12 articles of 
the Party Central Committee on restricting special privileges, in- 
cluding housing, business travels, odd-jobmen, children, family, etc. 
For instance, only cadres of the rank of vice minister and age 65 or 
over may have the use of an automobile; cadres may not attach a spe- 
cial railway car to the train when traveling by rail; leading cadres 
may not have dormitory spaces in two places. One can imagine that 
the measure will produce an effect on restricting special privileges. 
However, will one piece of official document check the evil practice 
of special privileges? 


Apparently not. 


First, the basic spirit of the 12 articles is repetitive of certain 
previous provisions. If the previous provisions were enforced 
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successfully, there would have been no need for repetition. Next, 
it is possible to acquire special privileges “legitimately” by va- 
rious schemes, or even by openly defying the provisions. 


Therefore, other effective means must be adopted at the same time, 
and the most important is to realize democracy and strengthen the 
rule by law. All the high and low cadres in the entire country 
should be placed under the people's supervision, and anyone enjoying 
special privileges should be criticized and informed against, or even 
dismissed from his post and punished. Currently, the people are re- 
latively free in expressing themselves. However, didn't the general 
suppress "the General?" Didn't Chen Yi [7115 3085] vigorously ban 
the play? Isn't the influence of the large character posters res- 
tricted?.... The will of the superior official and the style of 
special privileges are indeed too rampant. If a certain individual 
(not referring to a truly bad individual) utilized the freedom of 
speech to make mistakes in his statements, may we ask why the public 
servants are allowed to make mistakes in their statements while the 
masters are not? Once the people's democracy is realized, not only 
will the work style of special privileges be eliminated, but the fer- 
vor of the masses for the four modernizations will be activated, and 
an enthusiastic situation will reemerge in the whole country. 


Of course, it is not a favor bestowed by anyone. "There has never 
been a savior." What is reliable is the effort of the masses them- 
selves for a people's democracy. The conscientious writers at home 
have opened fire on special privileges. It should be considered a 
happy event in the China of the 80's, of 1980. It is not an isolated 
thing. The emergence of literary works against special privileges is 
an indication of the people's growing fervor. 


It looks as if the prospect of the country is still hopeful, because 
those making the final decision on the fate of the nation are not the 
superior officials, but the people! 


Every man has a share of responsibility for the fate of his country. 
Can our compatriots abroad not feel enthusiastic?

POLITICS ARE NOT CRITERION FOR WORK PROMOTIONS

[Text] The document of the central authorities concerning the promotion 
of 4G percent of the staff and workers stipulates that the promotions 
this time must uphold the principle of distribution according to work, 
strictly assessing attitude toward work, technical level, and size of 
contributions, with the latter being the primary condition. Some com 
rades are not clear on this point, and ask: Why is it that we don't 
make political performance a condition for promotion? 


First of all, we must clarify the meaning of “political performance." 
Marxism holds: "Politics is the concentrated expression of economics.” 
At present, the realization of the four modernizations is the greatest 
economic task in our country and it takes precedence over all political 
tasks. When we look at a person's political performance, we must look 
at his attitude toward, vigor in, and contributions to the four mod- 
ernizations. Those persons who, for the early realization of the four 
modernizations, quietly work hard without regard for fame or personal 
benefit and who devote all their intelligence and wisdom to the four 
modernizations, are the heroes of our era and are the most politically 
conscious. We certainly cannot take our leave from this greatest 
political event, viz, the four modernizations, and talk emptily about 
political performance. When Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were run- 
ning amok, they wantonly engaged in metaphysics. Some people talked all 
day long about struggle, struggle, struggle; today they struggled 
against this, tomorrow they struggled against that. They struggled so 
much that workers could not work, peasants could not till the land, 
students could not study. Can we say that their political performance 
was good? 


Next, we must clarify what, at bottom, is the relationship between 
political performance and work performance. We know that the two are 
mutually related. To be a worker with good political performance, first 
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of all, one should be good, in concrete terms, in productive work, be 
able to study assiduously one's vocational work, have a fairly high 
level of technique and a fairly strong capability, and also make fairly 
large contributions. If a person is ordinarily careless and casual in 
his work, does the least expected of him, operates a machine but does 
not understand its functioning, and has a very high reject rate for his 
products--how can we say his political performance is good? By the same 
reasoning, for a worker to not have a fairly high level of political 
consciousness, to not understand for whom he is working, to not be aware 
of shouldering the big burden of realizing the four modernizations at an 
early date, and yet to truly want to do good work and make big contribu- 
tions--this is impossible. This then is the identity between political 
performance and work performance. 


Third, at the same time as we advocate the identity between political and 
work performance, we ought to admit that there exists between the two 
an incomplete identity. For example, some staff and workers whole- 
heartedly support the four modernizations, enthusiastically take part 

in all political activities in their factories, and are conscientious 
and responsible in their work. And yet, only because of the limitations 
imposed by their educational and technical levels, they do not con- 
tribute much to production. And there are other staff and workers who 
have a fairly high technical level and who contribute to production but 
who have this or that shortcoming in their ideological work style. 
Toward these two categories of people, we must implement the same prin- 
ciple of distribution according to work, and we cannot fix their wage 
scales according to political performance. Toward the former category, 
while encouraging them to enthusiastically seek to make progress polit- 
ically, we should put the emphasis on helping them to study culture and 
technology, and to grasp production skills in order to make greater 
contributions. Toward the latter category, while encouraging them to 
make great efforts in studying technology, we should guide them into 
becoming concerned about politics and to continually raise the level of 
their political consciousness. For both categories there is the prob- 
lem of how to help and teach them. If we don't ask the size of their 
contributions but only look at their temporary political performance in 
order to decide whether they should be promoted, this will, objectively, 
encourage them not to study technology and their vocational work but 
only go in for phony politics. This way of doing things is of no benefit 
to the individual, the collective, or the state. 





In short, we must understand the dialectical relationship between polit- 
ical performance and work performance, and uphold the primary condition 
of promoting people on the basis of their contributions.

PROMOTION OF POPULAR POLITICAL LITERATURE URGED

Readings Must Be Well Written"] 


[Text] A comrade at Xinhua Shu Dian [New China Bookshop] told me recently 
that the current book market is characterized by "five popular" and "one 
un-popular." The "five popular" refers to the five rather popular categories 
of publications, which are the lively readings of popular science, the 
supplementary reference materials for middle school students, the self-study 
guides for youths, literary classics of China and other countries, and such 
reference tools as different dictionaries. "One un-popular™ stands for some 
political-theoretical book. As to those "popular" categories of books, 

the demand exceeds the supply; whereas a good many books on politics and 
theories remain unsold over a long period of time. 


The "five popular" reflected the intense desire of the broad masses, 
especially the masses of youths who are interested in science and culture, to 
be positively prepared for the realization of the Four Modernizations. This 
is a very encouraging phenomenon. But then, why have some of those political 
books been sold so poorly? 


Is it because the masses are not concerned about politics? This is certainly 
not true. Over the past 3 years and more after the smashing of the "gang 
of four," the broad masses have shown much intense concern as evoked by a 
series of measures remedying the chaotic situation on the ideological- 
theoretical front. The discussion on "Prectice is the sole criterion for 
testing truth" is being conducted in greai depth throughout the nation. 

As Comrade Hua Guofeng reported in his Work of the Government at the Second 
Session of the 5th National Prople's Congress: "The interest shown by the 
masses in theoretical questions is at its keenest since the founding of the 
People's Republic." Such being the case, why are some comrades still not 
quite interested in certain political and theoretical readings? This can 

be accounted for in many ways. Fundamentally speaking, the serious damage 
to ideological-theoretical work caused by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
has undoubtedly discredited the political and theoretical reading materials. 
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Another major factor lies in the low quality of these current political and 
theoretical publications, the lack of liveliness and vitality in content, 
and especially, the hitherto small amount of popular theoretical readings 
for the masses. This should definitely arouse the serious attention of 
persons concerned with theoretical affairs. 


To provide well-written popular theoretical readings has special significance 
these days. For a long time Lin Biao and the “gang of four" controlled 

public opinion and greatly confused right and wrong on ideological-theoretical 
questions with the result that many questions originally involving only 

common sense are now much confounded. Hence, a considerable number of 
comrades cannot draw a clear line of demarcation between socialism and 
capitalism, between materialism and idealism, and between dialectics and 
metaphysics. Particularly, the masses of youths lack the essential compre- 
hension of the fundamental views of Marxism because, since their childhood 
they have been imbued with such ultra-"left" rubbish as the pseudo-socialism 
of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," the "theory of Pinnacle,” the "theory 

of omnipotent mind," and the so-called "struggle philosophy." Many questions 
have been clarified by exposing and criticizing Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four"; nevertheless, it is indeed imperative to thoroughly liquidate their 
ultra-"Left" line and pernicious influence on the theoretical front through 

a large-scale teaching of the basic theory of Marxism and to carry out a new 
round of restudy and reeducation for the masses of our cadres as well as 

a renewed “education of enlightenment" on Marxism for the masses of our youths.

As a matter of fact, the significance and value of good 
popular books are not necessarily less than those of certain academic works. 
Academic works and popular books just play different roles: the former 
center on improvement while the latter lay emphasis on popularization, 
improvement and popularization are inseparable. It is only through the 
foundation of popularization that we can expect to do a better job in improve- 
ment. Just think: If people don't even have the common knowledge of 
Marxism in realizing that "Practice is the sole criterion for testing truth,” 
how can we ever expect to raise the theoretical level of our entire party 
and country? And how will we be able to correctly solve the many new prob- 
lems confronting us? Of course, our theoreticians should provide long-range 
plans for all fields, and they should produce theoretical works reflecting 
the features of our age such as the lengthy works of history on ideologies, 
philosophies and economy. But, on the other hand, we must not neglect the 
task of popularization in the interest of the vast majority; and this urgent 
task has been entrusted upon our theoreticians with eager expectations by 
the masses of youngsters and cadres. 


Popularization does not mean simplification; particularly, it should not be 
placed on a par with vulgarity. Popularization aims at explaining the 
profound in plain words, and providing features that are lively and appealing. 
Lenin pointed out: "Vulgarity and shallowness cannot be compared favorably 
with popularization at all. Writers of popular literature should assist 

the reader to comprehend profound thoughts and theories. Proceeding from 

the principal conclusion deriving from the most simple and best-known mater- 
ials as illustrated by easily understandable inference or appropriate 
examples, they induce the mentally active readers to continuously ponder 
those substantive, fundamental problems." Writers of popular literature 

are obligated to aid those "readers that are not quite politically progressive 
but are truly willing to do some hard thinking; they are to assist those 
readers to carry out this significant and difficult task, to guide them, to 
help them start out, and to enable them to proceed independently." ("Com- 
plete Work of Lenin": Vol 5, p 278). Therefore, popular literature sets 
strict demands on the authors. It calls for writers that not only have 
thorough understanding of theories, actual conditions as well as the language 
and the way of living of the masses, but also possess full enthusiasm 

towards the broad masses and greater ability in expressing themselves in 
words; it calls for works that are not only completely correct in their 
theoretical presentations but also sparkled with colorful literary embel- 
lishment. Tnus, in a sense, popularization is a rather arduous and highly 
creative work; it calls for painstaking toil by its authors. Comrade 
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Al Siqi once commented on his persona! experience in popular writing: “The 
energy | have spent on Dazhong Zhexue was by no means small. Had [ devoted 
an equal amount of energy to specialized academic research, | think | could 
have at least achieved more than twice as much." Therefore, it is indeed no 
easy task to produce well-written popular readings. It is a creation in 
itself. We must sum up all the experience while writing in order to break a 
new path for producing well-written popular theoretical books. 


To promote writing of popular political-theoretical works, we suggest that 
all the comrades bent for producing popular political-theoretical materials 
be organized by the leading departments concerned to create the necessary 
conditions so that all tae outstanding popular books will be awarded as they 
deserve not only theoretical and academic status but also be treated like 
other outstanding academic works, moral encouragement and material rewards. 
When conditions are ripe, the same process of appraising outstanding novels 
can also be applied to selecting outstanding popular theoretical works 


The reading public is urgently in need of popular theoretical readings we 
fervently hope that within the shortest possible time a large number of 

outstanding popular theoretical works with fresh content, thoughts and languap: 
will be presented to the public!

[Text] Reference materials issued to the various PLA units for political 
study should have a clear-cut theme and be easily wnderstandable. However, 
the reference materials compiled by the propaganda division [of the General 
Political Department of the Chinese PLA] on studying the decisions of the 
3d plenary session of the llth CCP Central Committee only stress the new 
situation, the new problems, the new practice and the new experience and, 
while being devoid of content, ask commanders and fighters to adhere to 
the socialist road, support the party's leadership over the army and un- 
conditionally carry out the various policies since the downfall of the 
gang of four, particularly since the convocation of the 3d plenary session 
of the llth CCP Central Committee. 


On the question of class struggle, the reference materials say that it is 
necessary to shift the focus of our work to economic construction and that 
we should not negate class struggle and the existence of class struggle 
but must not overexaggerate it. Propaganda in such abstract terms is 
obviously learned from the gang of four. 


For many years, propaganda in the various PLA units stressed that class 
struggle was the key link, that class struggle was superior to anything 
else and that divorcing oneself from this key link one would make one 
rightist. While affirming the existence of class struggle, the current 
propaganda says the focus of class struggle has been changed. As a result, 
the party committees at various levels cannot explain how to correctly 
understand class struggle. 


In the past, many people held that stress should be laid on class strug- 
gle. Now they have to undergo reeducation in order to correct their 
erroneous viewpoint. Because of this, commanders and fighters. especially 
the young fighters, have become more befuddled and confused on this ques- 
tion. 
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Now le nge to anoct! "he reference materials, in cealing 
with th riy's current policic:, say that correction of past mistakes by 
the party does not mean retrogression, that there will be no future re- 
versal and that people should not be afraid of getting rid of old things. 
But this kind of simple argument cannot solve the questions in the minds of 
the commanders and fighters and of the general public. 


Since Chairman Mao's line and policy have brought the country to the verge 
of bankrup_cy, who should we not totally discard the old things: Why do 
some people still claim that without Chairman Mao there would not have 
been a New China? Why is it necessary to call on the whole party to hold 
high the banner of Mao Zedong? 


Besides, we must note that those activists in the so-called cultural revo- 
lution still have certain inflvence in the PLA units. They are doing their 
best in protecting the image of Mao Zedong. They make a pretense of exam- 
ining Mao Zedong but actually aftirm him. They hope that some day Mao 
Zedong's and the gang of four's close followers will regain their power 

and positions. Therefore, they say, the party's efforts to end disorder 
and confusion and to redress past unjust and false cases do not mean op- 
posing Chairman Mao, that Chairman Mao corrected some mistakes when he was 
alive and that the purpose of such corrections was to prevent committing 
similar mistakes. 


In fact, these people intend to inherit everything from tie period of feudal 
fascist dictatorship so that they may be rewarded when the leadership changes 
in the future. They energetically advocate that people be allowed to have 
different opinions instead of sharing a unified thinking. Their real in- 
tent is to get by under false pretenses and to take advantage of their 
relatively young age. They think that when the veteran cadres who oppose 
Chairman Mao pass awa’, the power over the whole country will be theirs 
again.

VIEW OF HONG XILUQUAN AS SEARCHER FOR DEMOCRACY REFUTED

Countries of the West?"] 


[Text] For a long time, many comrades devoted to teaching 
and studying contemporary Chinese history have asked: what 
did Hong Xiuquan select from the countries of the West? I 
want to present a few preconceived views of mine on this 
subject in the hope of getting some critical response and 
counsel. 


After the Opium War, a war which was responsible for gradually reducing China 
to a semi-colonial and semi~feudal society or an extremely dark society in 
which people were deprived of democratic rights, an immediate task facing 
the Chinese people was to oppose the feudal aristocracy at home in addition 
to struggling against the imperialist aggression. Under such circumstances, 
the nascent advanced bourgeois ideas in the West would naturally become an 
object of attraction to the Chinese people. For example, Kang Youwei tried 
tc introduce constitutional monarchy to China in the hope of producing a 
bourgeois emperor for its people; Yan Fu devoted his lifetime to presenting 
to the Chinese people the socio-political doctrines of the bourgeoisie; 

and Sun Yat-sen, a champion of the democratic revolution who had access to 
Western culture since his childhood, also dedicated his life to the task of 
presenting a formula of the bourgeois democratic republic to his country. 


Then what did Hong Xiuquan select from the West? As everyone knows, he 
selected God from there. 


Liang Fa's "An Exhortation to the World" was responsible for presenting God 
to Hong Xiuquan. Liang Fa was a shameless flunky fostered and trained by 
the Christian missionaries from the West. His work "An Exhortation to the 
World," a strong defender of the Western colonialists, states that their 
aggression and expansion had God's blessing. It also spread such 

deceptive and superstitious nonsense that God dictates man's destiny, and 
his chief duty is to behave himself and prepare himself spiritually for life

in the next world after death. In order to impose that foreign religion on 
the Chinese people and use the Western authority to discredit the traditional 
Chinese authority, “An Exhortation to the World," with its tone set by the 
Western missionaries, describes God as the only monotheistic spirit and all 
other faiths as pagan religions, which should be overthrown. Its aim was 
to deny the existence of all other faiths and to place all countries of the 
world under the command of his God. Clearly, Liang Fa's book was a very 
reactionary Christian gospel-preaching, superstitious and undemocratic 
document aimed at serving the Western colonial pirates. He said that his 
was "an almighty, omniscient and omnipresent God." Unfortunately, it was 
not what China's advanced intellectuals wanted to select; it was not truth 
from the West--bourgeois democracy they wanted. 


However, as a leader of the peasant revolution, Hong Xiuquan did not pass 

on Liang Fa's God to the people in its entirety. On the basis of the needs 
of the peasant revolution, he transformed and remolded it into an "imperial 
God" capable of representing the peasants’ interests. He preached that since 
the "imperial God" was the "only true faith,” all other cults of worship 
including Buddha in Heaven and emperors on earth were devils and therefore 
should be overthrown; the worst monster on earth was the emperor of the Qing 
Dynasty, who should be eliminated as soon as possible; all men were children 
of God and were equals in His Kingdom of Heaven, and for this reason, 
suffering peasants should rise in fighting for their equal rights and throw 
out “all devils and monsters" sitting on their backs. A fundamental dif- 
ference between Hong Xiuquan's “imperial God" and Liang Fa's "God" was that 
the former favored struggles while the latter preached tolerance and patience; 
the former wanted to improve man's lot on earth while the latter promised 
adherents to his faith a kingdom of happiness after death. Instead of 
relying on the foreign authority to discredit the Chinese authority, Hong 
Xiuquan wanted to foster a revolutionary authority to overthrow the counter- 
revolutionary one. It must also be pointed out: no matter how revolutionary 
Hong Xiuquan's “imperial God" was, it remained a "cult of worship” clad in 
Chinese imperial robe, a variation and symbol of monarchism which had 
nothing in common with bourgeois democracy in the West. 


Some comrades may argue that although Hong Xiuquan did not select bourgeois 
democracy from the West, no one could deny that he had desires to look for 
truth from the countries of the West. Actually, this is only a half truth. 
As a leader of the peasant revolution and representative of the millions 

of poor peasants, Hong Xiuquan was well aware that for centuries, what they 
wished to have or dreamed of was but a small piece of land, and what they 
sought was an absolute equalitarian utopia rather than capitalism. This 
revolutionary aspiration was collectively reflected in the program of the 
Taiping Heavenly Kingdom--the “imperial farming system." Just as many 
comrades pointed out, anyone who wanted to look for any tips about capitalism 
from the "imperial farming system" would be disappointed. A survey of his 
class nature also showed that Hong Xiuquan never gave any signal that he 

was interested in looking for truth from the West, namely bourgeois democracy. 
The allegation that Hong Xiuquan's "yearning" for practicing bourgeois 
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democracy naturally grew under the influence of Western culture and civili- 
zation is also misleading because it is tantamount to saying that in the 
1850's, long before the emergence of the bourgeoisie and proletariat in 
China, representatives of the peasant class were already aware of the need 

to develop capitalism in their country. Clearly, this allegation is not 

only incompatible with the revolutionary realities of the Taiping Heavenly 
Kingdom, but also violates the basic Marxist theory of the peasant class. 
Some comrades may also argue that Hong Xiuquan’s search for truth from 

the countries of the West stems from his desire to save his country and 
people; when this search remained in a probing state, he could not possibly 
clearly understand the true meaning of that truth, and any demand to connect 
the search for truth from the West with bourgeois democracy is unreasonable. 
| feel that such a demand is not unreasonable. At first, one has to recognize 
that in the society of his time, beside Marxism was bourgeois democracy, 
which was truly significant to the Chinese people's liberation cause. For 
this reason, in debating this is , we cannot sidestep the subject of 
bourgeois democracy. Furthermo: whether Hong Xiuquan had developed an 
interest in looking for truth from the West is a subject of discussion on 

his activities in history rather than a move taken by him to publicize himself. 
All conclusions we can draw from this subject of study should be based on 
objective historical facts alone. Although Hong Xiuquan was not supposed 

to know what the truth from the West implies, we ourselves are well aware 

of it. Although he might mistake some Christian teachings for truth from 
the West, we ourselves are aware that it is in reality superstition from 

the West. In view of this fact, we cannot mix the search for superstition 
with the search for truth. Finally, it is more important to note that the 
truth from the West refers to bourgeois democracy; the search for truth 

from the West means the search for ideological weapons to build capitalist 
countries. This is a scientific concept resulting from the summation of 
historical experiences by the Marxists. In applying this concept, we must 
strictly adhere to logic which brooks no stretch of imagination. The debate 
on the so-called Hong Xiuquan's search for truth from the countries of the 
West would become meaningless if bourgeois democracy is excluded as a subject 
of discussion. Because Hong Xiuquan was unfamiliar with capitalism, it 

was quite unlikely that he would deliberately initiate any plan to look 

for bourgeois democracy; since what Hong Xiuquan selected from the West was 
basically a kind of superstition, we will have no reason to call him an 
advanced figure of contemporary China dedicated to the search for truth from 
the West. 


Some comrades may ask: do you mean that Hong Xiuquan never learned anything 
useful from the West? Please don't misunderstand what I stated previously. 
it is a plain fact no one can deny that he did learn something from the 
West. But I feel that the idea of learning from the West should be seen in 
broader sense. It may include the specific search for truth from the 
countries of the West, but cannot be mixed with the specific search for 
superstition from the countries of the West. No matter how many useful 
things he learned from the West, we cannot call him representative of those 
dedicated to the search for truth from the West as long as the knowledge he 
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acquired from the West did not include the bourgeois democracy required to 
develop capitalism in China. In contemporary Chinese history, there were 
many people who learned from the West. Foreign service officers of landlord 
class origin were among the vanguard in learning from the West. Li Hongzhang 
even called his activity in the conduct of foreign affairs "the happiest 
moment of his life." What they learned from the West was not necessarily 
things harmful. But I cannot say that they had acquired the truth from the 
countries of the West. 


To prove that Hong Xiuquan was a representative of contemporary China 
dedicated to the search for truth from the countries of the West, some 
historian-comrades have devoted years to research, and came up with some 
related arguments. 


Now let me initis | © analyze them one by one. 


Argument 1: Hong Xiuquan's concept of equality between men mainly originated 
from the primitive Christian concept of equality. This argument is untenable. 
As everyone knows, Hong Xiuquan conceived of the peasant revolution before 
1847, or before going to Guangzhou to consult with an American missionary 
there. At that time, he did not know of the existence of the original 
version of the Bible. Liang Fa's "An Exhortation to the World" was the only 
source of knowledge on Christianity then in his possession. Just as some 
comrades pointed out, "An Exhortation to the World" was neicher likely nor 
possible to contain anything like the primitive Christian concept of equality. 
Furthermore, in feudal Chinese society, the wars fought by the peasants 

were rarely seen in other parts of the world in terms of their scale, num- 
bers and the length of time each of them lasted. The "equality" slogan and 
equalitarian concept were available everywhere. One could easily trace 
their origin to such organizations as "Societies of Heaven and Earth" in 
Guangdong and Guangxi provinces, societies which often issued a series of 
related declarations. Such being the case, why should Hong Xiuquan have to 
look into the primitive Christian teachings for the Western-style concept 

of equality, since it was locally available? It is important to note that 
the primitive Christian concept of equality was an ideological weapon of the 
slaves and poor peasants in the societies of ancient Rome, and had something 
in common with the “equality” slogan shouted by the peasants in feudal 
societies of China. Was there any linkage between the concept of equality 
and the truth from the West which means the bourgeois democracy? 


Argument 2: Engels once said: "All men as human beings have something in 
common. They are equals in terms of their common qualities. This is an 
old-fashioned concept of equality which contrasts sharply with its modern 
version, which requires that all men, or at least all citizens of a nation 
or all members of a society, enjoy the same political and social status 

as equals." ("Selected Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 3, pp 142-143.) 
Some comrades may conclude that an observation of the essence of this 
passage from Engels indicates that Hong Xiuquan's advocation of equality 
was characterized by capitalism of his time because he emphasized the 
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principles of equality between men and wonen, political and economic 
equality and equality between nations from the standpoint that all men 
share the same qualities and value and are sons of God. This argument is 
also untenable. Reason: the core and essence of the concept of equality 
Hong Xiuquan derived from the idea that all men have something in common 
were nothing more than a principle of equality between landowners and a 
practice of absolute equalitarianism by the petty peasants, both of which 
were embodied in the “imperial farming system" which provides for equitable 
distribution of farmland among the people and in the “imperial finance 
system” sustaining the social and community life of the people. In a sense, 
this was an agricultural socialist utopia which would not tolerate the 
practice of commodity economy and capitalism, and therefore should not be 
regarded as a new idea of social significance. Just as Engles had pointed 
out, the Western bourgeois assertion of common human qualities and equal 
rights for modern men came at a time when the competition among property 
owners Was very acute and the working class was cruelly exploited. Clearly, 
the Western bourgeois concept of equality between men was entirely different 
from Hong Xiuquan's as far as their class content is concerned, and therefore 
they cannot be mixed. Despite this fact, the following point in Hong 
Xiuquan's concept of equality still merits our attention: he advanced the 
traditional concept of the peasant revolution in the feudal society of China 
to a new level for the first time in history in response to the demand for 
equitably distributing land among the people regardless of sex. In the final 
analysis, if such a demand were met in a semi-colonial and semi-feuda! 
society, it would have benefited the development of capitalism. Attention 
must also be paid to the fact that under the influence of the ideology of 
some idlers and workers who were members of the “Societies of Heaven and 
Earth” in Guangdong and Guangxi provinces, Hong Xiuquan's thought about 
equal rights more or less reflected a Michael-style fantasy. 





Argument 3: Hong Xiuquan's expression of support for the program for develop- 
ing capitalism, a program characteristic of modern democracy, as urged by 

Hong Rengan in his "New Advice for the Government," demonstrated Hong ¥iuquan's 
desire to develop capitalism in China. 


On the surface, this argument seems plausible. But a careful study advises 
me that the problem was not so simple. 


Hong Rengan was one of the founding members of the Divine “ongregation. For 
some reasons, he was unable to take part in the Chintian uprising. When 
Hong Xiuquan, Yang Xiujing and other leaders of the Taiping army mounted 
offensives in areas north and south of the Yangtze River and established a 
peasant political power, Hong Rengan still continued his Christian missionary 
activities in Hong Kong, Shanghai and other cities. While there, he kept 

in touch with Western civilization and was deeply impressed by capitalism. 
Aware that the social system and science and technology in the West were 
more advanced than in China, he quickly drafted a "New Advice for the Covern 
ment’ for consideration by the Emperor of the Taiping Heavenly Kingdom as 
soon as he was appointed prime minister in Tianjin in 1859. "New Advice for 
the Government” called for adopting the social and economic systems of the 














Western countries and learning their advanced science and technology as a 
basis for developing capitalism in China, and therefore occupies an important 
position in the contemporary Chinese history of thought although it was 
written under the influence of those Western colonialists disguised as 
missionaries. “New Advice for the Government" was also significant in that 
it renewed post-Opium War appeals for learning from the West, pointing out 

a direction in which the peasants could move forward again by getting rid 

of their unrealistic ideas for transforming their backward country. As a 
tribute to his work, Hong Rengan deserved to be called a real representative 
of those searchers for truth from the countries of the West in the 1850's. 


But Hong Xiuquan cannot be awarded such a title of honor for the reason that 
he repeatedly reaffirmed his determination to implement the “imperial farming 
system" and his faith in his own programs despite his initial decision 

to approve and circulate Hong Rengan's “New Advice for the Government" as 

an official document of the Taiping Heavenly Kingdom, that he always regarded 
the “imperial farming system" as his kingdom's basic program until its fall, 
and that the views on capitalism expressed in the “imperial farming system" 
sharply conflict with those contained in the "New Advice for the Government.” 
But some comrades have even gone so far as to treat the two documents as 
equal, and call the latter a political program for the later stage of the 
kingdom on the assumption that Hong Xiuquan eventually decided to shift the 
emphasis of his work to capitalis« as soon as he found that his agricultural 
socialist utopia was not feasible. This assumption is also incompatible 

with the historical facts. It is well known that towards the end of that 
shortlived kingdom, the conservative and retrogressive aspect of Hong Xiuquan's 
thought gradually grew and triumphed over its progressive aspect, and he 

even became more obsessed than ever with his religion and feudal privileges. 
This being the case, how could he shift the focus of his attention to 
capitalism and to the search for democracy from the countries of the West? 


If that is the case, how could we explain Hong Xiuquan's decision to approve 
and promulgate the "New Advice for the Government"? I can say that an 
important objective of Hong Rengan's decision to write "New Advice for the 
Government" was to strengthen the kingdom's central government to prevent 
its subjects from turning their backs on it and to reverse the adverse 
current resulting from the 1856 Tianjin incident which "disheartened the 
people and dipped their morale to a new low." It was precisely this circum- 
stance that motivated Hong Xiuquan to approve "New advice for the Government. 
To beef up his central political power and overcome the crisis he faced, 

he had to pray before God and ask for His grace. He also had to shift his 
attention to the West in the hope of getting some new panacea for his sick 
kingdom. 


Facts showed that at that time, the Taiping Heavenly Kingdom did not have 
the objective conditions nor did Hong Xiuquan himself have any subjective 
desires to develop capitalism. In short, he was too desperate to be able to 
prescribe any correct medicine for his sick kingdom. 


| can draw an initial conclusion concerning Hong Xiuquan this way: he was 

a leader of the peasant revolution, but not a representative of contemporary 
China's searchers for truth from the countries of the West.

FORUM OF LEADING CADRES DISCUSSES ROLE IN INTELLECTUALS 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 7 Dec 79 p 1

[Text] On 1 December, the State Scientific and Technological Commission's 
Policy Research Office, the policy research office of the Chinese Academy of 
Sciences, and GUANGMING RIBAO's scientific department jointly invited the 
leading cadres of some scientific research units and the technica! managing 
cadres of concerned departments in Beijing to a forum, where they discusred 
problems on the status and role of intellectuals in socialist construction 
and how to further arouse the enthusiasm of intellectuals. 


Rectify the way we look at intellectuals and sincerely treat them as a very 
outstanding part of the workers’ class. 


Liang Zhishu [2733 1013 1859], deputy director of Beijing Institute of 
Chemical Engineering, Ministry of Chemical Industry: At present, we must 
create a kind of social style so that the whole party and all the people, 
especially the leading cadres, will profoundly understand the truth that 
"knowledge is power" and knowledge is honorable, and will recignize fully 
that in building the Four Modernizations today, the inrellect.uals are all 

the more an indispensable vanguard and core. To arouse fully the enthusiasm 
of intellectuals, we must translate into action the Party Central Committee's 
evaluation of intellectuals. 


Xia Yin [1115 0605), party committee secretary of Acoustics Institute, 
Chinese Academy of Sciences: Our institute has an expert who is not only 
professionally capable but also ideologically very progressive. As early 

as 1956, he applied for party membership but was disappoined every time. 
During the Cultural Revolution, he was locked up in the "cow pen." However, 
on the third day after his release, he again showed his faith in the party 
and sent in his application for membership. This year the party approved 
his application, so he has happily joined the proletarian vanguard 
organization. This shows that our intellectuals, including those of 

higher learning, are very much attached to our party. 
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Bao Yishan [7637 1150 3790], party committee secretary cf Chemistry 
Institute, Chinese Academy of Sciences: Up to now, there is still a 
tendency to say the “situation is complicated" at the mention of intellec- 
tuals. This is wrong. At the same time, we were also not reasonable in 
certain respects toward intellectuals’ aspirations. For instance, when 
scientists applied for party membership, they were always asked to play a 
key role in politics and organization. This was not practical. 


Guo Shaojun [6753 1421 6511], party committee secretary of the Fundamental 
Medicine institute, Chinese Academy of Medical Sciences: We should teach 

all party members and cadres to correct the way they look at the intellectuals, 
truly take them as members of the same family of the proletariat, and not 

treat them as the target of reform. On this basis, our political and 
ideological work can change its form and outlook, and we can then trust 

each other and help each other. 


Wang Xiang [3076 3276], member of Beijing Municipal Scientific and Tech- 
nological Committee: The case of Qin Guanshu [4440 1351 1466] in the story 
"Da Yan Qing" [1129 7159 1906] [The Wild Goose] was not an isolated one in 
the scientific and technical systems. This proves that some of our leading 
cadres were not very just, showed prejudice against scientific and technical 
personnel, and refused to implement party policies. These leading cadres 
should be helped to change their ways; otherwise, they should be transferred 
to other work. If the situation stays like it is, comrades like Qin Guanshu 
can hardly find justice. 


Use and cultivate the intellectuals and give them authority 


Yuan Jiechuan [5913 0094 0278], technical cadres office, Ministry of Metallur- 
gical Industry: We must trust technical personnel fully and must boldly use 
them so that they can truly play their role. At present, many technical 
personnel have no real authority or responsibility. Their words are not 
respected. Even worse, it still happens that on important scientific and 
technological problems, the chief engineer is not consulted. 


The cultivation of intellectuals remains a major problem. The situation of 
always using them but seldom cultivating them should be changed. Special 
attention should be paid to middle-age key cadres in professional training 
by freeing them from administrative work as far as possible. Methods should 
be taken to raise their general standards and cultivate those who are 
selected, with a view to creating an elite corps and raising the whole 
scientific and technological level a step higher. 


Zhang Bingxi [1728 0014 0823], Scientific and Technological Bureau, First 
Ministry of Machine Building: To enable the technical personnel to have 
authority, it is necessary to reform the management system. Shanghai has 
proposed using the economic method to run research institutes, which may 
make things easier. In addition, the professional ignorance of the leading 
cadres do not understand their special lines of work. This is why it is 
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very difficult to make a success of the organization and management of 
scientific and technological work. 


Liang Zhishu: Promoting suitable technical cadres to leading posts for 
scientific and technological administrative work is a necessary measure to 
bring the role of intellectuals into play. However, this is only one aspect 
ot the problem. Because the number of leading cadres is quite ll, the 
more important thing is how to make the millions of intellectuais play 

their role at their respective working posts, and let everybody to his 

best. As far as the party committees are concerned, they should make up 
their mind to work for science and technology and serve the technical person- 
nel, and should help the intellectuals become experts at their respective 
posts. 


Xia Yin: It is also necessary to change the situation whereby some technical 
personnel have too many concurrent jobs. Our institute has a senior 
scientist with 28 concurrent jobs. He must attend meetings and compile 

data and read manuscripts, so that he has no time for study. 


Tao Dongdai [7118 2639 1486], deputy director of Chinese Academy of Forestry 
Sciences: The leadership of scientific research units should meet require- 
ments of research work and refrain from blind commandism. Our academy has 
an expert of very high caliber who has made no achievements for the past 30 
years. Why? Because the leaderships at various levels always interfered 
with his work so that he could not complete any project. 


Bao Yishan: The research office is the first line of a scientific research 
unit. At present, many research offices were not established in accordance 
with academic concepts. Without unified thinking, there will certainly be 
serious internal friction. The reason for this is that the leading academic 
person of the research office has no authority over personnel affairs and, 
therefore, has no means of carrying out his academic ideas. In addition, there 
is also a very important problem of how to bring fully into play the role of 
middle-age technical personnel. When old scientists handle all things, it 
will be to the disadvantage of cultivating and using middle-age technical 
personnel. When a certain technological delegation went abroad, none of 

its members was under 60 years of age. This is an abnormal situation. 


Improving working and livirg conditions is a pressing issue in arousing the 
enthusiasm of intellectuals. 


Tao Dongdai: After the National Scientific Conference, the intellectuals 
became very enthusiastic; however, conditions for scientific research 

could not follow up, and there wcs a serious shortage of equipment, which 
attected the development of research work. In addition, there were many 
questions of housing and wages for intellectuals, especially for middle-age 
intellectuals. In the past, serious attention was not paid to agricultural 
research work; now there are even more problems. How to improve the 

living conditions and treatment of the agricultural and forestry technical 
personnel is a problem which deserves our serious attention. They must work 
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in mountainous and rural areas, where living is hard. The necessary 
regulations should be made to give them encouragement. 


Yuen Jiechuan: It is a common problem that technical personnel receive 

low wages. We investigated the conditions of 6,184 technical cadres of six 
research institutes; their average wage was only 65 yuan. Middle-age 

technical personnel in particular received lower wages than the average. 

Some middle-age and young technical personnel who had made outstanding 

records received no more than 60 or 70 yuan. Another question is the hous- 

ing shortage. There has been some improvement in recent years; however, 

the shortage is still very acute. One more problem which should also be solved 
gradually is that husbands and wives live in different places. 


Guo Shaojun: Some comrades doing logistical work still have the wrong idea 
and refuse to serve the intellectuals. To change their thinking, the 
leading cadres should personally attend to this work, serve scientific 
research, and set themselves as examples in the service of technical 
personnel.

[Text] Comrade Hua Guofeng, in his report on the work of the government at 
the Second Session of the Fifth National People's Congress, clearly stated:

This is the case in all aspects of work throughout the 

nation and this is also the case in literature and art throughout the 

nation. From our standpoint in our province, conditions are also like

and it is also the case in literature and art. 


Early last year, everyone agreed that successes were being seen in grasp- 
ing the key link in running the country well and we can now say that great 
successes have been achieved in grasping the key link in running the coun- 
try well.

Our basis for saying this is just as Comrade Hua Guofeng said in his

"Shangu Fengyan"” [Wind and Smoke in the Valley], the final volume of Xie 
Jinxiong's and Tang Kangshuang's “Nao Hai Ji" [A Record of Trouble at Sea], 
Liang Xin's “Longhu Fengyun Ji" [A Record of Dragons and Tigers] and 

Yu Feng's"Wuchanzhe" [The Proletarian]. Short stories include Chen Guokai's 
"Kaimenhong" [Making a Good Beginning] and "Wo Yinggai Zenma Ban?" [What 
Should I Do?], Kong Jiesheng's “Yinyuan" [A Happy Marriage] and “Zai 

Xiaohe Nabian"™ [On the Other Side of the River] and Yang Ganhua's "Bei 
Roulin Linghun" [The Trampled Spirit] and "Jingzhe Lei" [Thunder of the 
Waking Insects]. In the field of music, there are such songs as "Chang 
Ba," “Buguniao" [Sing, Cuckoo] with words by Zheng Nan and “Zhou Zongli 
Laiguo Za Gongshe" [Premier Zhou Came to my Commune] with words by Chen 
Shaowei and music by Wang Zuolun, the violin solo "Yelin Huanchun" [Wel- 
coming Spring in the Coconut Grove] by Li Zili, the dance music “Xilin 
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Yaoshan" [Near the Jade Mountain] and the English horn solo “Chingming 
Xianhua" [Offering Flowers at Qingming] by Si Tukang. "In the field of 
fine arts, there is the Chinese-style painting “Jinggangshan"™ |Mount 
Jinggang|] by Guan Shanyue, the Chinese-style painting "Shaoshan Chaohui" 
[Morning Sunlight at Mount Shao] by Li Xiongcai, the print “Chunhua Zhang- 
yen" |The Spring Flowers Have Grown Beautiful] by Huang Xinbo, the print 
"“Changkong Yan Jiao Shuangchen Yue" [The Wild Goose in the Vast Sky Calls 
Out to the Moon on a Frosty Morning] by Yang Nawei, the picture-story book 
"Lu Xun Zai Guangzhou" [Lu Xun at Guangzhou] by Tang Kiaoming, the oil 
painting "Qinling” [The Qinling Mountains] by Yu Ben, the sculpture "Dadao 
Jinxingqu" [The Broadsword Advances] by Fan He and the sculpture "Hai 

de Nyer" [Girl of the Sea] by Tang Daxi. In the field of drama, there are 
such plays as “Qiushou Pili" [An Autumn Harvest of a Thunderbolt] put on 
by the Live Drama Group of the Guangzhou Unit Political Department, "Chun 
Nuan Renxin" [Spring Warms the People's Will] put on by the Guangdong Live 
Drama Group and "“Aohai Zhonghun" [The Loyal Sprit of Aohai] put on by the 
Guangzhou Ao Drama Group. In the field of dance, there was "Caibo Qu" 
[The Song of Walking on the Waves] put on by the Hainan Song and Dance 
Troupe, "Chujiang Chichao" [A Red Tide on the Pearl River] put on by the 
Guangzhou Song and Dance Troupe and "“Liaoyuan Huoju" [A Torch That Sets 
the Plains Afire] put on by the Guangdong Song and Dance Troupe. 


These works reflect the revolutionary struggle at various periods since the 
May 4th Movement and sing the praises of the leaders of the Chinese 
revolution, angrily disclose the fascist control «wf Lin Biao and the 

“gang of four,” create conditions for the Four Modernizations by eliminating 
the pernicious influences of Lin Biao and the “ganq of four, describe and 
sing about the present happy life of the Chinese people, contribute their own 
strength to the great success in grasping the key link in running the coun- 
try well,serve to stimulate the will of the people of our beautiful country 
to increase production and economize, to work with a will t>. make the 
country strong and to complete construction and endeavor tc weed out evil 
forces and propel Chinese society as a whole into advancing. All of them 
serve proletarian politics, serve the establishment of socialist moderniza- 
tion and serve as the first campaign for the Four Modernizations in our 
nation, i.e., in the political program of this period of adjustment, reform, 
arrangement and improvement. Merely from the standpoint of the examples 
presented above, it can be seen that the creative achievements during this 
period have been evident, definite and undeniable. From the overall stand- 
point of creative achievements in literature, music, drama and dance, these 
achievements are even greater and are wnprecendented and worthy of our pride. 
This is not only indicative of the basic reversal in the state of affairs of 
ten thousands birds being eclipsed and a hundred flowers being withered 
during the period when the "gang of four” was on their rampage but also 
represents a far greater achievement than even during the two flourishing 
periods of the fifties and sixties. This has been the result of the common 
efforts of the party leadership and of literature and art workers as a 
whole. Our Japanese friends have called this phenomenon in China the 
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Chinese “Renaissance.” This is not without reason. I myself believe that, 
as this general trend continues, the state of affairs foreseen by Comrade 
Hua Guofeng in the same report will be realized: "The flourishing prospect 
of a hundred flowers all in bloom in our literary and artistic gardens is 
already in view.” 


However, two months before Comrade Hua Guofeng had issued his correct 
appraisal on 18 Jume of literary and artistic work over the past three years 
and the subsequent scientific forecast of literary and artistic work, 
Comrade Huang Ansi ussued his own call: “Look forward! Literature and 
Art." This was a demand that literary and artistic circles in China and 
literary and artistic circles in Guangdong change direction, that literary 
and artistic circles look ahead and that they not look to the past. This 
view is not proper and does not accord with reality. Therefore, it is not 
correct. Why do I say this? 


First, there is no distinction between looking forward and looking backwards 
in respect to literary and artistics works. The themes and ideas that they 
reveal through depiction of the personalities of human beings may propel 
society into advancing or may pull society backwards. It is in this that 
lies the distinction between revolutionary, progressive literature and art 
and reactionary, retrogressive literature and art. From this standpoint, 
there is no objection to referring to revolutionary, progressive literature 
and art as forward-looking literature and art and to reactionary, retro- 
gressive literature and art as backward-looking literature and art. Seen 
in this way, since the May 4th Movement, our literature and art has passed 
through a 60-year period of arduous struggle and creative work in which 
they have opened up and developed a course in which revolutionary realism 
and revolutionary romanticism have been joined. In this, it was that great 
standard-bearer Lu Xun and that outstanding warrior Guo Moruo who led the 
way. 


Under the leadership of the Chinese Communist Party and of the proletariat 
the vast body of literature and art workers have worked their way through 
difficulties, forged ahead courageously and created innumerable beautiful 
literary and artistic works that have been much liked by the masses. for 
this reason, generally speaking, literature and art during the period of the 
New Domocracy was forward-looking, the literature and art during the 17-year 
period of the socialist revolution and socialist reconstruction was forward- 
looking and the literature and art over the three-year period after the 
smashing of the “gang of four" has been forward-looking. This includes the 
literature and art that has attacked the bloody rule of Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four" over the great masses of people, that has eliminated the 
poisons and influences spread by them and that has swept away the obstacles 
standing in the way of the Four Modernizations has certainly been forward- 
looking. The only exception to this was the 10-year period during which 
Lin Biao and the “gang of four" were on the rampage. During this 10-year 
period, literavuze and art were under the control of a fascist dictatorship 
and were close to a state of extinction. However, during this period, the

great massses of literature and art workers remained in an underground position. 
Even so, they exhausted every method available to them to carry on a struggle 
against these fascist bandits and to resist them so that the tradition of 
forward-looking literature and art could be continued without interruption. 


It should be said that all revolutionary literature and art is forward-looking 
and will always be forward-looking. There is no revolutionary literature and 
art in the world that is not forward-looking. That is also to say that there 
is no backward-looking revolutionary literature and art. This is a major 
question of right and wrong that must be clarified. 


Second, from the standpoint of the history of literature over the past 60 
years, has there been backward-looking literature and art? That is to say, 
has there or has there not been literature and art that have attempted to pull 
China backwards? It should be said that there has been. Just as Comrade Mao 
Zedong has said, there has been feudal literature and art, there has been 
proletarian literature and art as represented by the works of Liang Shiqiu 
and there has been treasonable literature and art as represented by the 

works of Zhou Zuoren and Zhang Ziping. If we wish to seek for further examples 
in addition to these, there is the third type of literature and art as 
represented by the works of Su Wen and Du Heng and there is petty bourgeois 
literature and art of which Yang Cunren is the standard-bearer. As for the 
literature and art produced by men of letters at the behest of the Guomindang 
[Kuomintang], this is on a far lower level and is not worth discussing. 


However, there is a further type of literature and art that is worthy of 
mention. This is a type of backward-looking literature and art. That is, it 
is the subversive literature and art Curing the period when Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four” were on the rampage. Representative examples include FANJI 
[Counterattack], SHENGDA DE JIERI [The Grand Festival], HUANTENG DE XIAO 
LIANGHE [The Rejoicing Cold Stream) and CHUN MIAO [Spring Seedlings]. That a 
vicious, backward looking world of this kind could be produced under a regime 
led by the Chinese Communist Party and the proletariat and in a socialist 
society is indeed an infrequently seen and unusual phenomenon. Nevertheless, 
they are like the backward-looking literature and art mentioned previously in 
they actually pull our society backwards. Similarly, they also have the 
feeling that, “Behind there are peach blossoms and ahead there is snow so 
that a person cannot be look back." 


Although this type of backward-looking literature was arrogant and rampant for 
a time, its fate was tragic and disgraceful. At present, the the broad masses 
of revolutionary people has swept them onto the rubbish heap of history and 
they have become things that are despised by mankind. Therefore, all literary 
and artistic works that can survive selection by the people and the 
eliminating process of history are magnificent, revolutionary and forward- 
looking works. No backward-looking works can secure a foothold. 


Have there been any backward-looking things among the literary and artistic 
creations produced over the past 3 years? What, after all, is a backward- 
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looking thing? I myself think that anything that advocates bourgeois 
liberalization and anything that advocates democratic individualism can be 
called a backward-looking thing. However, this kind of thing can exist in 
small amounts in a socialist society without being found in revolutionary 
literary and artistic creations. 


There have been great achievements in literary and artistic activities over 
the past 3 years. Now, what should our literary and artistic workers do 
during the following three-year period of economic adjustment, which is also 
the first campaign in the Four Modernizations? This was discussed very 
clearly by Comrade Wu Nansheng and Comrade Chen Yueping of the Provincial 
CCP Committee at a symposium on literary creation held by the Guangdong 
Branch Society of the Chinese Writers Association in December of last year. 
Specifically, in the area of ideology, we must study well in order to 
understand the great significance of the Four Modernizations, and, in action, 
we must resolutely and rapidly join this great battle of social transforma- 
tion, i.e., the Four Modernizations. We must resolutely move into action, 
and, in the first campaign of the Four Modernizations, we must take part in 
the economic struggle of adjustment, reform, rearrangement and improvement. 
We must also take part in the political struggle to strengthen socialist 
democracy and the socialist legal system. On the one hand we must also take 
part in a class struggle of a new form and of a new nature, while we must also 
take part in various internal struggles among the people that are 
indispensable in initiating the first campaign of the Four Modernizations, 
including eliminating the pernicious influences of Lin Biao and the "gang 

of four" and opposing various forms of bureaucracy, feudal privileges and 
ideology and anarchism. In these struggles, we must come into contact with 
new lives, new characters and new ideological natures so that the sources 
for our creations will be further enriched. There is little doubt about 

the fact that the broad mass of literary and artistic workers must throw 
themselves into these new struggles and lives. However, we should not place 
any restrictions on the creative work of literary and artistic workers. 
Moreover we should not require them to write about any particular types of 
subject matter and we should not lead them to feel that they are restrained 
in any way. In order to advance this magnificent life and in order to allow 
them to present their themes and ideas even more satisfactorily, they should 
be permitted to select lives and characters from the present as they 

desire and they should also be permitted to select lives and characters from 
as period in the past as they desire. On this point, they should be completely 


free.

[Text] Beijing, January 13 (XINHUA)--The year 1979 opened a new page in 
Chinese literature, writes Feng Mu, editor-in-chief of the literary gazette 
WEN YI BAO in its 1980 No 1 issue. 


The vice-chairman of the China Writers’ Association says that by far more 
and better works of literature were turned out in the year that was than in 
the two years immediately following the downfall of the “gang of four." 


He describes the year as remarkable for “the closeness of the link between 
the attitudes of literature and people's moods and feelings.” 


Highlights of the 1979 works were: 


--A shift from the focus on political plots and the crimes of the “gang of 
four" to reflecting the complex struggles and changes in the ten years 

of cultural revolution against a broad historical setting; there were 
fewer stereotyped works. Works in this category include the medium-length 
novel "Spring Forever" by Zhan Rong; the medium-length novel “Red Magnolia 
Below the High Wall" by Cong Weixi, and the short story “Tales About the 
Taoranting Park" by Deng Youmei. 


--Writers took a keen interest in social issues thar are of vital concern 

to the people, explored them and were ready to intervene in life. These 
works include a report by Liu Binyan about an embezzler in northeast China, 
a report by Huang Zongying about intellectuals and the short story "Waiting" 
by Dai Qing, in addition to many plays. 


--Many works presented new social contradictions in the present historical 
period in sharp focus. Many can be traced to the ideological influence 

of the “gang of four,” Feng Mu notes, but others cannot be attributed 

to this cause. Feng Mu iists a short story by Wang Meng, about the need for 
veteran cadres to bear the interests of the people in mind after being 
reinstated; and "A Trail on the Grassland” by Ru Chijuan. 


--Writers have added many well-rounded characters to the galaxy of socialist 
builders, such as Jiao Guangpu in the "Plant Director Jiao Takes Office” 
by Jiang Zilong, and Bei Haiting in the "Master" by Ke Yan.

--Such young writers as Liu Xinwu and Zhang Jie have added sharply defined 
and complex young characters. Liu Xinwu's “Underneath Is Gold" shows the 
potential of a young man with a criminal record. This and other stories, 
Feng Mu writes, point up the fact that young people need a helping hand and 
understanding hearts and, above all, the social environment to build healthy, 
productive lives. 


--Writers have taken another look at historical facts, particularly of the 
late titties and early sixties, with the new understanding they have gained. 
“The Wrongly Edited Story” by Ru Chijuan, "A Sinister Banner" by Liu Zhen 


ind “Legends About Mount Tianyun” by Lu Yanzhou are in this category. 


Feng Mu calls particular attention to Gao Xiaosheng, praising this writer 
tor his ability to portray peasants and rural life. His short story 
“Li Shunda Builds a House” describes the attempts spanning three decades 
f a peasant to save money to build a house. His first two attempts failed 
1958 and at the beginning of the cultural revolution; he succeeded only 
after the downfall of the “gang of four." Feng Mu comments: "This terse 
story has a wealth of ideas; we can even regard it as a condensed epic.” 


for Chinese literature to keep pressing forward, Feng Mu notes, people must 
ontinue opening their minds along the correct path of dialectical 
materialism.

[Excerpts] The novel “Liu Zhidan" was recently published by the Workers 
Publishing House. 


"Liu Zhidan" is a historical novel which reflects great revolutionary strug- 
gles. Why was it once labeled “antiparty,” causing the writer and a large 
number of comrades involved to suffer persecution? The whole truth has now 
come out. Im fact, the one who created this unjust case was the so-called 
"theorist" and "theoretical authority" who was once in power after usurping 
a high post. He was the "adviser" and "military counselor" who vigorous- 

ly pushed the ultraleftist line and fascist dictatorship together with 

Lin Biao and the “gang of four." Recently the party Central Committee of- 
ficially reversed tae wrong verdict on the novel “Liu Zhidan." 


What actually were the crimes committed by this novel? It was completely 

a “fabricated” charge. In the spring of 1962 when the first half of the 
novel had just been completed, that “theoretical authority" did not even 
take a look at it himself. After hearing what other people had said about 
this nmvvel, he asserted: "This is not a pure literary work, but bears 
political implications.” He then hastily set the tune: “After reading the 
title of the novel, we know it is an attempt to reverse the verdict on 

Gao Gang." At a meeting of the party Central Committee, he gave false 
information, perpetrated a fraud, concealed the facts and deceived the 
party Central Committee and carefully plotted this case. During the 

Great Cultural Revolution, that “theoretical authority” soon became the 
“adviser” of Lin Biao and the "gang of four." He became more cocky and 
adopted more flagrant means. He personally started a larger-scale political 
persecution to put a final verdict on this case. The reactionary and 
literary prostitute Yao Wenyuan also wrote in support of him. In his 
article, he openly alleged for the first time that “Liu Zhidan" was an 
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“antiparty novel,” the writer an “antiparty element” and the comrades in- 
volved “antiparty careerists." Tens of thousands of people from vice- 
premiers of the State Council to the orginary masses suffered persecution. 
Comrade Xi Zhongxun was regarded the “chief instigator,” the “black back- 
stage supporter" and the "commander" because he had read the first drafts. 
Comrade Liu Jingfan made some suggestions for the “theoretical authority” 
when he replied to the accusations. He was therefore labeled an "active 
counterrevolutionary” and illegally imprisoned for 7 years. Even poor 
peasants, members of the old Red Army and Red Guards were severely criti- 
cized and attacked simply because they had provided material for the novel. 
It indeed makes one boil with anger to see such a literary inquisition bred 
by an unfinished novel. 


That “theoretical authority” asserted that the writer had “long premediated," 
"acted in collaboration,” and “engaged in antiparty activities." The 
writing itself was the best reply to these charges. Comrade Li Jiantong 
said: “I was not a writer and I had never written a novel before. I was 

an ordinary cadre who grew up drinking Yan River water. However, the peo- 
ple's revolutionary struggles in the Shaanxi-Gansu-Ningxia border region 

and the heroic images of Liu Zhidan and his comrade-in-arms inspired me.” 

lt was precisely because she was so motivated that she twice went deep into 
the old region from 1958 to 1960. Tracing the footsteps of the former 

Red Army, she went from one mountain valley to another on a donkey and 
visited about 300 people including generals, soldiers, veteran Red Army and 
poor old peasants. When she was writing the novel, she worked day and night, 
forgot food and sleep and madeevery effort. When the draft copies came out, 
some selected chapters were published in newspapers. They evoked strong 
echoes in society and gained the encouragement of many leading comrades. 
They were well received by readers. If she had “long premediated," she 

had only “premediated"” how to experience life and gather materials to com- 
plete the work earlier. If she had “acted in collaboration,” she had only 
“collaborated” with veteran revolutionaries and the broad masses to learn 
more things from them. If she had been “antiparty,” could she have gone 
against the party by writing to extol revolution, commend martyrs, develop 
the party's work style and educate the later generations? 


That “adviser” of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" had always replaced ma- 
terialism with nonsense and dialectics with sophistry. He started “hat” 
factories and “stick” factories. He also used his power to frame and bully 
others. When he cooked up charges against the novel "Liu Zhidan," he cre- 
ated a great deal of ideological confusion. Here, we should clarify things. 


One of the charges was the so-called “fabrication of party history." It 

was alleged that the writer claimed that northern Shaanxi was an equal of 
the party Central Committee by describing it as the “center” of the Chinese 
revolution. She also spread the idea that “northern Shaanxi saved the 

party Central Committee” by describing the northern Shaanxi base area as 

a “stop” in the long march and the “starting point" of the war of resistance 
against Japan. She said that Liu Zhidan put forward the idea that “a single 
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spark will start a blaze that will light up half the sky,” in 1928, 2 
years earlier than Comrade Mao Zedong said: "A single spark can start a 
prairie fire." This implied that Liu Zhidan was “even more brilliant and 
foresighted than Chairman Mao.” 


Obviously, such accusations are unconvincing if we adopt the view of his- 
torical materialism. Let us see whether northern Shaanxi was a “stop” in 
the long march and the “starting point” of the war of resistance against 
Japan. The situation at that time was: With the uneven development of 

the revolution, there were many rapid changes. Due to the domination of 
the opportunist line, almost all the southern base areas were lost and the 
central Red Army was forced to make a big strategic transfer. Comrade Mao 
Zedong said that China was a big country and that “if the East is not bright, 
the West will be; if the South is dark, *here is still the North.” The 
"North" included the northern Shaanxi revviutionary base area which was 
built by Comrade Liu Zhidan. The Red Army arrived in northern Shaanxi af- 
ter the long march and “stopped” there. They then "started" the war of 
resistance against Japan there. This not only tallies with the actual con- 
ditions but also demonstrates the vitality of the Chinese revolution. 





The suggestion that “northern Shaanxi saved the party Central Committee" 
should also be specifically analyzed. Both the Red Army in northern Shaanxi 
and this base area were under the unified leadership of the party Central 
Committee. There was no question of "saving" or "not saving." Being en- 
circled by the enemy and disrupted by the wrong line within the party (Com- 
rade Liu Zhidan was even imprisoned), the northern Shaanxi base area was 
then in a critical condition. In this sense, it was the party Central Con- 
mittee that saved northern Shaanxi. We find in the novel: "Chairman Mao 
has come, the party Central Committee has come, Liu Zhidan will be saved 
and nerthern Shaanxi will be saved!" However, i: was also an undeniable 
fact that the central Red Army found northern Shaanxi to be the best base 
area as a foothold to rebuild their strength after many setbacks. What 
wrong can one find with this? 


It was even more ridiculous to say that the writer "belittled and negated 
Chairman Mao” by quoting Liu Zhidan's remark on a “spark" made 2 years 
earlier than Chairman Mao. In the history of the Chinese revolutiohn, many 
heroes and leaders have emerged and Liu Zhidan was an outstanding one. Con- 
rade Mao Zedong praised him and called him "a leader of the masses, a 
national hero.” On Liu Zhidan's tomb, Comrade Zhou Enlai wrote a poem: 

"We have a history of 5,000 years and millions of heroes. Among the peo- 
ple's heroes, Liu Zhidan was outstanding.” On his way of seeking truth, 
was it not possible for such a hero and leader to have said something which 
Comrade Mao Zedong or other people had not said before? Mao Zedong Thought 
was not the product of his wisdom alone, but also that of his comrades-in- 
arms and the broad masses of revolutionaries. Comrade Mao Zedong repeatedly 
said that he gathered his comrades’ collective experiences and the masses' 
wisdom and creation to sum up the law of the Chinese revolution. "A single 
spark can start a prairie fire" is an old Chinese saying. Why could Comrade 
Liu Zhidan have not used it. 
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The novel was said to be “reversing the verdict on Gao Gang.” Lw Yan, 
one of the characters in the novel, was a cadre of a provincial CCP party 
committee, and Gao Gang was said to have once held this post. Gao Gang's 
former name as Gao Chongde. In the first draft of the nove!, there was 
a character called Chong Yan. The word “Chong” was a word found in both 
names. In later drafts, Chong Yan was changed into Luo Yan. The word 
"Yan" was also found in Chong Yan." Hence, Lu Yan meant Chong Yan which 
also meant Gao Chongde. Therefore, Luo Yan was “basically Gao Gang." Luo 
Yan was actually a fictitious character created on the basis of the deeds 
of five people. But some people said the writer depicted this character on 
such a basis to “prettify Gao Gang." The writer had written a novel but 
those people insisted that she had written memoirs. They wanted to frame 
her. 


Here, we are involved in the issue of how to correctly assess an historical 
figure. Can we say that the novel was reversing the verdict on Gao Gang 
even if the writer had really written about Gao Gang or some events in his 
life? No, because every person has his own course of development. To as- 
sess one’s merits and demerits, we should adopt the view of historical ma- 
terialism. We should not deny or discredit history out of certain political 
needs. We should assess each historical figure according to facts in his- 
tory. Some people rendered meritorious services and then turned bad or made 
mistakes later. We must affirm their historical contributions and the roles 
they played. We must also sum up the lessons to show respect for history 
and educate their generations. 


Why wereLin Biao, the “gang of four" and that “adviser” so cruel to the 
novel and why did they plot such an unjust case? The reasor was simple: 
They wanted to usurp party and state power. Obviously, the greatest ob- 
stacles before their plot were the large numbers of veteran revolutionaries. 
Therefore, they had to make many excuses and use every opportunit>; to frame 
veteran revolutionaries and attack them, including Comrade Liu Zhidan, who 
had already died. While creating this unjust case, that “theoretical auth- 
ority” openly declared: "To attack this book is to attack the north vest 
faction.” This was his confession. What they meant by the “northwest fac- 
tion” were those long-tested revolutionary leading cadres including Peng 
Dehuai and Xi Zhongxun. After this, he issued three prohibitions under the 
pretext of summing up the case of the novel “Liu Zhidan": 1) Writing on a 
complete base area was prohibited. 2) Writing on the struggle of the two 
lines was prohibited. 3) Writing on real people and real events was pro- 
hibited. These things actually meant that people were not allowed to write 
about veteran proletarian revolutionaries whom they regarded as thorns in 
their flesh and wanted to overthrow. 


Summing up the experiences and lessons gained from the wnjust case of 

"Liu Zhidan,” we deeply feel that only when we persist in the principle of

Ihe head of another research institute, who was responsible for technical 
work, talked to a political cadre member on problems concerning the 
promotion of his technical staff. Such matters should be within the scope 
of his authority. Unexpectedly, he was also rebuffed. The political cadre 
eved that the expert and director of the institute had no authority 
ver personnel problems; also, he was conscious of his seniority over the 
t as a member of the party, so he retorted: "Mind your own business!” 


he “gang of four” was smashed more than 3 years ago. The Party Central 
Committee tried to restore order on the science and technology front and 
idmonished us repeatedly to respect the experts, rely on them, and bring their 
le into play. It was stressed that in scientific and research organs, al! 
rh hould be taken ire of by the director and deputy directors according 
their duties, so that they can exercise their authority. Up to now, 
wever, incidents is the foregoing, in which no respect is shown to 
te personnel and their authority is ignored, are still occurring, 
ind we eep erned about it. It seems that to implement the 
rty's poli toward intellectuals to the letter, it is necessary not only 
t line promoted by Lin Biao and the “gang of four” 
eliminate its evil influence but also to understand the key role which 
e expert wi play i tiding the Four Moderniazations. Otherwise, when 
e expert ike at lecision, mebody will say that their decisions 











“don't count" and they have no authority and ought “to mind their business.” 
Under such circumstances, that the experts have duties and authority 
becomes an empty word or a rule which cannot be carried out! 


Who can be relied on to change this situation? The key lies in the party 
committees of the units concerned. The research organs’ party committees 
should carry out their ideological ana political work properly, assist

[Text] Beijing, 11 Jan--While engaging in creative writing, writers should 
always firmly bear in mind their social responsibility as revolutionary 
writers and seriously consider the objective effects their selected material 
and the plots of their works may produce. This is a thesis set forth in an 
article published in Issue No 1 of the 1980 WENYI BAO. The article en- 
titled "A Review of and Prospects for Literary Creation, an2 the Solemn 
Responsibility of Revolutionary Writers" was written by Feng Mu. 


After dealing with the major literary achievements of 1979, the article says: 
To take a new leap forward, we should draw on ali the good experience we have 
gained in the past year, Without doing so we will not be able to make new 
breakthroughs. To take a new leap forward, we also should draw lessons 

from the shortcomings we have made in some respects. To continuously pro- 
mote the flourishing of literary creation, writers should really emancipate 
their minds and dare to get rid of all erroneous ideas running counter to 

the concept of Marxism-Leninism. They should have the courage to emancipate 
their minds and resist all erroneous ideas at the same time. In literary 
creation there are shortcomings that cannot be glossed over. In fact these 
shortcomings occur because some of our comrades have been unable to cor- 
rectly understand the emancipation of the mind. As far as some comrades are 
concerned, there is no definite criterion for emancipation of the mind, which 
is something that depen.s only on individuals’ subjective will and wishes. 
Such “emancipation of tne mind" just cannot make a clean break with anarch- 
ism and ultra-individualism. 


The article adds: Ali serious writers with a sense of political responsi- 
bility must have a correct understanding of emancipating the mind. To 
emancipate their minds, they must free themselves from all idealistic and 
metaphysical shackles, from the pernicious influence of the ultraleftism 
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and modern superstitions of Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” From the influ- 
ence of the feudalism and bourgeois ideology, from the narrowmindedness of 
small producers and the force of habit, and from the ideological corruption 
of all brands of anarchism, nihilism and ultra-individualisnm. 


Where should we go while emancipating our minds? We should go only toward 
Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought, toward seeking truth from facts and 
toward dialectical and historical materialism. There is no other way. 


The article continues: The experience gained in the past year shows that we 
should continue to study and apply revolutionary realism, a sharp fighting 
weapon, in order to take a new leap forward in literary creation. We should 
uphold the principle of truthfulness in literary creation. We should re- 
gard truthfulness as the life of literary works. Without truth liter- 
ature can only be falsehood, from which people have already suffered enough. 
We st 1’ have to make great efforts to insure the truthfulness of our liter- 
ature and to restore and carry forward our realistic tradition in literature. 


However, we should not regard truthfulness as everything. As early as in the 
19th century, bourgeois writers put forward the principles of “the true, 

the good and the beautiful." Are we not willing to recognize the great 
Significance of the ideological (the good) and artistic (the beautiiul) 
characteristics that are by no means negligible in literary works? 


All writers who uphoid revolutionary realism will not be satisfied with re- 
flecting life truthfuily and statically. All true revolutionary writers 
are full of revolutionary feelings and ideals. In their eyes, life is not 
a static, unchangeable reality, but a continuously developing, changing and 
moving objective reality. Revolutionary writers should always try in every 
possible way to be faithful to life and reflect it truthfully and at the 
same time regard real life as a continuously changing and developing pro- 
cess. They should always do everything they can to reflect life truthfully 
in their creative works, which in turn reacts on life--creative works play 
a role in influencing and improving life by giving expression to noble 
ideals. We should strive to restore and carry icrward true revo. .tionary 
realisn. 


The article points out: The experience gained in the past year shows us that 
to take a new leap forward, it is very important for writers to always keep 
firmly in mind their social responsibility as revolutionary writers while 
engaging in creative writing. The fine literary works which have appeared 
in the past year and which have been greatly welcomed by people have pro- 
duced a strong, far-reaching social influence on their readers through deep 
thinking and artistic originality on the part of their authors. After 
publications, those litersry works with ideological and artistic defect 
produce some social effects beyond their authors’ original expectations. 
Writers’ motives for creative writing and the social effects of their works 
usually accord with each oti.er. However, the following phenomenon may 
occur: Writers’ motives for vreative writing are irreproachable, but their 














works produce social effects which are quite different from their subjective 
wishes because of their one-sided observation and understanding of life and 
their limited artisitic expression abilities and methods. 


Thus, a serious question arises that cannot be ignored by all writers: 
Should writers only take their subjective intentions into account whi'e 
engaging in creative writing without considering varic + social effects their 
works may produce after publication? We have read some works which have 
caused controversies among their readers. People do not suspect that the 
writers’ motives for creative writing are to expose the crimes of Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four” and the sufferings they caused for the people in 
their daily life. However, some writers compete with one another in pre- 
senting bizarre, tragic, cruel and exciting plots in their literary works 
because they fail to accurately follow the principle of typification and put 
undue emphasis on strong dramatic effects. This cannot but cause concern 
among the people. Will such naked, bloody description not produce some nega- 
tive effects in the minds of people (especially the minds of young people)? 


In conclusion, the article expresses the warm hope that all our writers 

will have this sense of social responsibility: While working out the plots 
for their literary works, they will seriously consider the objective ef- 
fects their selected material and plots may produce. It is hoped that all 
our writers will have this determination: They will let their pens become 
“beacons” illuminating people's paths to progress. Even when they criticize 
or castigate ugly things, they will let people see the "sparks" of hope 
through a dense fog. Let us eater 1980 full of confidence and advance 
courageously in pushing our literary creation to a higher level!

iText] Practice is the sole criterion of truth. This of course is the 
basic concept of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. However, strange to 
say, when we propagate this basic ccncept, some comrades nonetheless stiil 
regard it as “cutting down the flag.” This makes some of the people unable 
to tell the true from the false and afraid to make a move. adhering to 
the criterion of practice “cutting down the flag” and does it mean that 
giving up the criterion of practice and going in for the two “whatevers" is 
“holding high" instead? Our reply is no. 


In the spiritual wealth of mankind, Mao Zedong Thought seems to stand like 
an imposing building. What is the foundation of this building? It is 

practice. Without practice, this lofty building cannot rise from the ground. 
lake away practice and this lofty building will disintegrate. 


As early as during the agarian revolution, there had been a debate in China 
on whether the barren soil could produce Ma;xism-Leninism. According to 
Wang Ming, the truth could only be obtained from “books.” He would extol 
Marxism-Leninism in words and indiscriminaveiy copy the Russ‘ans in work. 
He could indeed be called the founding father of the “whatever"™ concept. 
What was the outcome? The dogmatism of “whatever™ almost wiped out the 
accumulated revolutionary forces. The barren soil nevertheless gave rise 
to the revolutionary doctrine of Mao Zedong Thought. This was not due to 
the geomantic condition of the barren soil but to the raging revolutionary 
practice conducted there. Under the guidance of Marxism-Leninism and pro- 
ceding from the practice of struggle of the masses, Comrade Mao Zedong 

and his comrades-in-arms conscientiously explored the objective laws 
governing China's socisi development and discovered a correct road for the 
Chinese revolution. The propagation of Marxism-Leninism in China was un- 
doubtedly an important condition giving rise to Mao Zedong Thought. How- 
ever, if they had not proceeded from reality or in experience from practice, 
they could not have produced Mao Zedong Thought. 

















The reason that Mao Zedong Thought was able to firmly establish its posi- 
tion in the ideological circles of our country was also due to practice. 


According to the concept of the two “whatevers," almost any sentence or 
word from “books” cannot be “changed,” and changes will impair the prestige 
and image of the leader and shake the position occupied by Mao Zedong Thought 
in the minds of the people. We believe that things are just the opposite. 
The prestige of Comrade Mao Zedong and the position occupied by Mao Zedong 
Thought in the minds of the people are precisely established in practice. 

It would be well to reflect: Certain words of Comrade Mao Zedong have been 
proven to be wrongin practice, with he himself revising and correcting then. 
Does this mean that the lofty prestige of Comrade Mao Zedong had been in- 
paired? Comrade Mao Zedong and his comrades-in-arms had summed up the 
experience of practice and come up with Mao Zedong Thought. However, in 
practice, certain out-of-date conclusions in this theoretical system had 
been abandoned and certain concepts developed, thus providing a powerful 
guiding role in concrete practice. Is it possible that this has impaired 
the position of Mao Zedong Thought in the minds of the people? No, not in 
any way. 





it must be understood that the prestige of any revolutionary leader and the 
position of any scientific ideological system are not and cannot be main- 
tained by power and prestige. They can only be judged and differentiated 
by practice, this sole criterion of truth. Diviation from this sole cri- 
terion and fish eyes will be confused with pearls, truth and fallacy will 
be transposed and the scientific system of Mao Zedong Thought will be dis- 
torted and tampered with. This was precisely what Lin Biao and the “gang 
of four" did. We must accept this painful lesson. 


Must we carry forward and develop Mao Zedong Thought in holding high the 
banner of Mao Zedong Thought? This is a question most resented by the conm- 
rades advocating the (wo “whatevers." To them, only holding high can be 
discussed but not developing. Actually, truth must always develop with the 
development of practice. According to the Marxist standpoint, there is no 
summit for truth. Engels had said long ago: "Our theory is the theory of 
development and not the mechanical and repetitious dogma that must be memor- 
ized by rote” ("Marx and Engels: Selected Works" vol 4, p 460). If Mao 
Zedong Thought is not developed along with the development of practice, it 
will lose its vitality and its ability to guide actual life. In this way 
not only will the development of the revolutian and construction of our 
country be hampered, but Mao Zedong Thought itself will inevitably also 
suffer damages. 


Practice is the sole way to understanding truth as well as to developing 
Mao Zedong Thought. Only br adhering to practice as the sole criterion of 
truth can we insure that the new theories enriching Mao Zedong Thought are 
true and not fallacious. Failure to do this would either put an end to 
the development of Mao Zedong Thought or lead this kind of development 
astray. The line, policies, principles and theories affirmed by the 3d 
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Plenum of the llth CCP Central Committee and the 2d session of the 5th NPC 
are drawn from the rich and profound lessons of experience conscientiously 
summed up over the past 30 years, the great achievements obtained by sci- 
entifically analyzing the new domestic and international conditions con- 
fronting us and the natural and logical development of the scientific sys- 
tem of Mao Zedong Thought. This development is extremely crucial to uphold- 
ing the scientific nature of Mao Zedong Thought and also of vital importance 
to whether or not the cause of Chinese smcialism can advarce victoriously. 
Mao Zedong Thought has been through a long process of deve.opment, and to- 
day, it is integrated with the practice of the four modernizations, un- 
doubtedly signifying its entrance into a new phase of development. In 

this new phase, it will inevitably produce new theories, concepts and con- 
clusions. What is so strange about this? 


In the preceding period of making up lessons on the criterion of truch, we 
often heard this kind of saying: Putting the stress on practice as the 
sole criterion of truth is for the examination of Mao Zedong Thought. In 
the eyes of these comrades, examining Mao Zedong Thought with the criterion 
of practice has also become a crime. This explains that even now some of 
our comrades have still not sobered up from the influence of modern blind 
beliefs. Truth can only be verified by the criterion of practice. This is 
a universal law that can be pointed toward any thing or person which natur- 
ally includes the leaders of the revolution as well as Marxism-Leniniso- 
Mao Zedong Thought. What is reprehensible about this? The teachers of the 
revolution had always consciously used practice to examine their theories 
and also welcome the revolutionary classes and masses to examine their 
theories with practice. When had they ever been afraid of the criterion 

of practice? Truth has always been verified and has «ct been destroyed by 
practice. Things that can be destroyed by practice are admittedly not the 
truth and naturally should be discarded. Comrades holding fast to the con- 
cept of the "whatever" are afraid of examination by practice and regard Mao 
Zedong Thought as something extremely fragile. This show that they them- 
selves have no confidence in Mao Zedong Thought. Based on the criterion 

of practice, our party since the smashing of the "gang of four,” has re- 
solutely restored order out of chaos and clarified an enormous amount of 
right and wrong in theory which was distorted and even tampered with by 

Lin Biao and the “gang of four.” At the same time, it has also examined 
the Mao Zedong Thought confused by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," defended 
things that are correct and put right thi zs that are wrong. By adding new 
‘sings based on the new situation, it has also purified, enriched and de- 
ve oped the scientific system of Mao Zedong Thought and enabled it to emit 
r idiiance once more. Does thi~ not fully explain that ours is indeed a 
great, glorio.« and correct party? 


Why are some of ouz comrades going in for the two "whatevers" and opposing 
practice as the sole criterion of truth? Apart from other reasons, an 
important one is that the discussion of the criterion of practice has dis- 
turbed them. Based on the criterion of practice, the summing up of both 
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positive as well as negative aspects of the lessons of experience since 

the founding of the People’s Republic bas required us to shift the focus of 
work to socialist modernization. For this, we must make a series of social 
reforms: The phenomena of people glutting themselves with good, doing no 
work and seeking only private interests without shouldering responsibility 
wll no longer be allowed. Rummaging through books, culling out phrases 
and not seriously studying and solving actuil problems will no longer de 
tolerated. The habits of drawing up restrictions on reflecting the situa- 
tion at lower levels to the higher level and transmitting instructions from 
the higher level to the lower level, doing no work without instructions and 
being unable to speak without the help of a secretary will not continue for 
long. Those who have neither truth nor knowledge but merely rely on their 
positions and influence to intimidate others will find such a way of doing 
things increasingly ineffective. Therefore, comrades unwilling to make 
progress in keeping up with the time will have ideological conflicts which 
will turn into resistance. This kind of people have often indignantly 
said: “The criterion of practice is directed against Chairman Mao!" 
Actually what they were thinking in their hearts was "This is directed 
against us!" Since it is not in good taste to use the word “us,” they could 
only raise the banner of “holding high" and attempt to use the two "what- 
evers”" in an effort to stem the historical current. Although these people 
have no great ambition, they are nevertheless very selfish, and under cer- 
tain conditions, this kind of selfish people can easily become captives of 
careerists. 





Sham “holding high” still has a certain ideological basis in China. The 
condition of long economic and cultural backwardness in our country will 
invariably be reflected in the consciousness of the people. The mixing of 
the feudal thinking of “dumb loyalty," “dumb filial piety" and “dumb cour- 
age" with the simple class feeling of small-scale production in addition 

to the inappropriate and non-scientific propaganda we have made for a long 
time regarding the leader as our “savior” supplied Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four" with conditions for creating modern blind beliefs. Moreover, the 
existance of the ideological poison of modern blind beliefs and its deep- 
rooted foundation can easily cause some comrades to become confused and 
disoriented. It should be pointed out that some comrades now invariably 
feel that the simple class feeling of small-scale production is more “lik- 
able” than the scientific attitude of the prvletariat. It seems az though 
the scientific attitude of the proletariat is “cold and unfeeling" ‘actual- 
ly it is filled with a high degree of responsibility and deep feeling toward 
the masses of working people) and the simple class feeling of small-scale 
production is “warm and tender.” Therefore, they have overlooked the ig- 
norance and backwardness of the latter and its reactionary nature under so- 
cialist condition. What is more, some people have used "simple class feel- 
ing” as a shield to cover up their wrong thinking and as a drug to unremit- 
tingly hoodwink the people. Although called “simple” it is actually "crafty." 
Because of this, we must have an enlightening movement, a movement for get- 
ting rid of blind beliefs and emancipating minds. Practice--the sole 
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criterion of truth--is precisely the powerful ideological weapon for carry- 
ing out this movement. We believe that so long as the cadres of our party 
and the mass<s in the tens of millions will firaly grasp this powerful 
ideological weapon, the territory in which modern blind belief can be 
practiced will definitely become pitably small.

[Text] The practice of socialism is an objective reality, an important is- 
sue of the Marxists today. Situations throughout the past many years show 
that because of the victory of socialism, a number of nonsocialist cou 1tries 
have styled themselves as socialist, since socialism has become a trend of 
the era. On the other hand, some problems have also accompanied the prac- 
tice of socialism. These problems include the emergence of Lin Biao and 

the “gang of four” cluwns in our country. Socialism has thus been widely 
talked about in the world. Some people have even claimed that there is a 
“crisis in Marxism." Therefore, it is a duty of Marxists to answer cor- 
rectly these problems. 


Socialism has encountered and answered the problems that have been met in 
different stages of its historical development. Yet the problems faced 

by socialism today differ from the last century. ‘n the 19th century, so- 
cialism encountered ideological and theoretical problems in its develop- 
ment. Today's problems have been brought about by the theory of socialism 
being turned into reality. The corect answers given during the last century 
helped turn utopian eccialism into scientific socialism. To insure a com- 
plete victory for s cielism it is imperative to give correct znswers to the 
prublems arising in the new century. 


To recall the history in the development of socialism will help us under- 
stand the new problems that have emerged along with the development of social- 
ism. 


If we count the history of socialism from 1516 when More's “Utopia” was pub- 
lished, the date goes back more than 460 years. Socialism has developed 

in three pericis: Utopian socialism, scientific socialism and the practice 
of socialism. 
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The first period in the development of socialism is utopian socialism. 
Before the birth of scientific socialism, the utopian socialism was, as 
described in the "Manifesto of the Communist Party," a ghost that was roving 
Europe. This ghost of communism roved in Europe for more than 300 years, 
where it engaged in searching, exploring, studying and experimenting. 

The human race “experienced untold sufferings and changes" before the theory 
of communism was defined scientifically. Socialism then went out of the 
utopian barren land and entered the field of science. Utopian socialism 
developed in three stages: utopian socialism, equalitarian communism and 
critical utopian socialism, 


The second period saw the emergence and development of the theory of scien- 
tific soci. lism. This period began with the emergence of Marxism. Scien- 
tific socialism differs from utopian socialism because the former proceeds 
from reality and is based on the objective necessity in the development of 
economics. Scientific socialism does not in any way abandon the great ideals 
of the pioneers of socialism and communism--to eliminate poverty and back- 
wardness and exploitations andoppression. Basing itself on the development 
of the capitalist economy, scientific socialism points out the objective 
necessity of realizing socialism as well as class strength. Elimination 

of exploitationand oppression and poverty and backwardness coincide with 
each other. It is impossible to realize the great ideals of socialism and 
communism even under the dictatorship of the proletariat if we carry out 
class struggle without eliminating classes or if we carry out class 

Struggle but do not develop social productive forces. This sort of social- 
ism is not scientific socialism. Some people have termed this socialism 

as egalitarianism. This assertion will not lead to the elimination of 
exploitation and oppression, nor will it help abolish poverty and backward- 
ness. On the contrary, it wiil make poverty even rore common. This asser- 
tion is also not scientific socialism. Egalitarian communism has long faded 
into history in the development of socialist ideology. Any attempt to 

build socialism on the basis of a self-sufficient small-scale production 

is none other than a petty bourgeois illusion. It is impossible to build 
socialism and communism without the development of socialized mass produc- 
tion. In this respect, small-scale production can only distort what social- 
ism is. Engels said that only when people understand the importance of big 
industries will they not vulgarize socialism. 


In the third period of its development, the socialist theory is being turned 
into a social reality. This period followed the seizure of political power 
by the proletariat. Following the October Revolution, Lenin pointed out the 
characteristic feature of this period when he said: "It must be understood 
that now everything depends on practice. Now we have reached a historical 
turning point, in which theory has been turned into practice and theory 

has been endowed with vigor and corrected and tested by practice." (Lenit. 
Selected Works, vol 3, p 398). I am now going to talk on the following 

four points according to what Lenin said. 
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First, “Theory is being turned into practice." This means that socialist 
theory is being turned into the reality of the socialist society. The 

crux of the matter is that we need practitioners and practices. The glor- 
ious society can only be realized by relying on practitioners in various 
fields and hard working hundreds of millions of people who are ready to shed 
their blood and sweat. Without practitioners and the hard labor of the 
masses, social’.sm will just be like a castle in the air or a mirage, no 
matter how ,ic rious the socialist ideal and no matter how correct the so- 
cjalist * «cy is. 


The prestige of socialism was seriously spoiled by Lin Biao and the “gang 

of four" over the past 10 years. How can we rehabilitate the prestige of 
socialism? Unlike redressing mishandled cases, the rehabilitation of the 
prestige of socialism cannot be solved just be declaringit. It is true 

that we must vigorously publicize the necessity and superiority of socialism 
and draw a clear-cut demarcation between scientific socialism and reaction- 
ary socialism between socialism and capitalism. But what is more important 
is practice. First of all, hundreds of millions of people must be mobilized 
to realize the four modernizations so as to fully display the advantages 

of socialism, greatly develop productive forces and improve the material 

and cultural lives of the people. This is the most urgent task concerning 
the fate and prospects of our country's socialism. 


Second, "Theory is endowed with vigour by practice." This means that theory 
will become vital through practice. It is correct to say that socialism 
must be carried out according to objective laws. But we must not in any 

way consider that once we understand general laws that we are sure to work 
according to objective laws. The turning of utopian socialism into scien- 
tific socialism is a matter of theory, which can only solve general laws. 
If we only understand general laws, we will not be able to turn socialist 
theory into socialist practice, because people created their history under 
certain circumstances. Each socialist society has been set up according to 
specific circumstances and under a certain historical period. The general 
socialist theory and the experience of a socialist country is not directly 
suitable to the specific laws of another country's definite circumstances. 
The understanding of this problem can only be deepened through practice. 
Reality is much richer than any theory or law. Theory deals with necessity 
and regularity, but socialism based in reality is a living entity. Just 
like reality, it embraces both necessity and contingencies. That is why 
people often say that "theory is grey while reality is evergreen." 


If we depend solely on theory, we will not be able to grasp universal laws, 
specific laws and reality, nor will we be able to combine universal prin- 
ciples with practice. All these things can only be grasped through theory 
and practice. "Practice endowed with vigor by theory," dogmatism and the 
theory of copying from others are all wrong. Scientific socialism is not 
modeling; it is a scientific explanation of objective reality and a guide 
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to action, a theory that has to be constantly "enriched in practice." 

When we stress the Chinese road to socialist modernization, we also mean 
that we must in no way regard our socialist contruction as a model. 

What we mean is that in carrying out our socialist modernization, we must 
combine universal principles with practice and realize our socialist ideals 
according to the specific conditions of our country. Stressing the import- 
ance of the Chinese road to socialist modernization does not mean that we 
are to close our country to the outside world. Scientific socialism de- 
mands that we absorb all advanced things in building our socialism. Lenin 
said: "Be willing to absorb good foreign things: a Soviet plus a German 
railway management system plus U.S. technology and its cartel organizations 
plus the national education system of the United States and so on equals 
socizlism."" Thus, Lenin called for absorbing advanced experiences and the 
technology of all countries. This attitude is the true adherence to sci- 
entific socialism. 


The question of Chinese-style modernization and the specific conditions of 
China can only be understood in practice. We all say that our country's 
characteristic feature is that it is poor and backward and has a huge 
population. This is also part of the doctrine that everything has two 
aspects. It is better to explain our country's poverty and backwardness 
according to the thinking of Chairman Mao and Lenin. With a backward 
economy and culture, it is no doubt difficult to build our country, with 
more time and a transitional period needed; however, with our country's 
backwardness, we can draw the newest and the most beautiful picture. Con- 
cretely speaking, we are facing the difficulty and efforts of poverty and 
backwardness. But on the other hand, with this difficulty, we have to go 
all out with the spirit of overcoming difficulties. It is wrong if we are 
content with and take pride in poverty and backwardness or if we transcend 
Stages and carry out a socialism that is poor and backward. We have ex- 
perienced lessons in this respect. Another aspect is the huge population. 
If we think that each person has two hands but we do not consider 

that each person has a mouth and has to eat, then we will meet with prob- 
lems in practice; therefore, we must consider both of these things. 

Third, theory is “corrected in practice." A socialist society is a develop- 
ing process and understanding this society is inevitably also a process. 

It is natural that this process will not be plain sailing and will even 
meet with mistakes. Even great Marxists have to have their theories 
"tested in practice" in creating socialism. It has been theoretically prov- 
en that practice is guided by theory; however, when a theory is being 
turned into practice, it still has to be tested in practice. In his 
"Manuscript of Economics and Philosophy" published in 1844, Marx predicted 
that the establishment of a communist society will go through what was ex- 
perienced in the development of communist theory--an arduous and long pe- 
riod of developing "by itself what is useful or healtiwand discarding 
what is not" (Separate Edition by the People's Publishing House p 103). 

It cannot be insured that what has been explored theoretically will be 
plain sailing in practice. For example, before the October Revolution, 
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Lenin expounded in his "The State and Revolution" that a communist society 
is divided into two stages. After the proletarian revolution, we can only 
carry out the socialist stage: the new society that has just emerged from 
the old one can only first of all enter into a socialist stage. But 

after the October Revolution and under the situations at that time, Rus- 

sia first of all carried out "wartime communism." In summing up his ex- 
perience in this respect, Lenin later said: "(Because of military consider- 
ations, almost complete poverty, mistakes and a series of mistakes), transi- 
tions to "communism" were carried out on several occasions without first 

of all transitting to socialism (with regard to communism in comparison with 
socialism)." What Lenin meant is very clear. Although there were objective 
reasons for "wartime communism,” there was a series of mistakes that re- 
sulted in overlapping socialist stages. But certain history of the Soviet 
Communist Party does not dare touch on this question thoroughly. It only 
says that it was because of objective reasons at that time. Later it says 
that it was because of the changed situations. In short, unlike Lenin, it 
does not frankly mention the historical stage. It is because of this that 
people are not able to correctly understand the experience of the Soviet 
Union and draw experience from its lessons. When we abolished the right 

of the bourgeoisie in 1958, we did it on the basis of “wartime communism." 


Fourth, theory is "tested in practice." Lenin said after the October Re- 
volution: "With regard to Russia, the time has passed in which arguments 
on socialist programs are based on books: I believe this era will never 
return. Today, we can only talk about socialism according to experience. 
(Lenin, Collected Works, vol 27 p 480). It was impossible to talk about 

a socialist society before the proletariat seized political power. By that 
time, even scientific socialism could only use the theory of development 

to study the historical trends in the development of capitalist society and 
to study the future development of socialism. But now the cause of social- 
ist construction has experienced dozens of years of pratical experience. 
Therefore, we must, according to this experience, proceed from new situa- 
tions and new problems and study and develop socialism. 


Only practice has the right to speak in this new period. If we neglect 

the experience and lessons that have emerged in chz practice of socialism, 
do not listen attentively to the sounds of practice, refuse to be tested 

in practice, do everything according to the "two whatevers" and pick out 
one or two phrases in talking about socialism, then we will not be able to 
discuss socialism scientifically. The 3d Plenary Session of the llth CCP 
Central Committee summed up the experience and lessons of our socialist 
construction over the past 30 years from the point of ideological line and 
highly evaluated the discussion on the criterion of truth. The Third Plenary 
Session decided that the party's key work be shifted to the construction of 
our socialist modernization. It also stressed the ideological line that 
practice is the sole criterion for testing truth. Since the shifting of 
the party's key work and with regard to bringing order out of chaos, we 
have shifted the socialist cause onto the scientific road. If we persist 
in using practice as the sole criterion for testing truth, we will be able 
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to bring order out of chaos and lead our socialist cause onto the scientific 
road. In short, we must unify the ideology and actions of the whole party 
under the ideology of the third plenary session to enable us to adhere to 
scientific socialism. 


We will be able to deepen our understanding of socialist society through 
practice. We have achieved great successes since the founding of New China 
because we have carried out socialism. But we have not been able to fully 
display the advantages of socialism because we have experienced an arduous 
path and had two falling-off periods. We even committed greater mistakes 
in 1958 when there was a tendency to effect the transit‘on to communism 
prematurely and during the Cultural Revolution. These two setbacks are 
directly related to our understanding of socialist society. Experience and 
lessons over the past 30 years have proven that when our understanding of 
socialism was comparatively in line with reality, we scored greater achieve- 
ments in our advance; but when our knowledge was not in line with reality 
or even ran counter to the law of development, we suffered setbacks and 

our socialist cause was hampered. When we began to enter into socialist 
society after the completion of the socialist reformations, our party and 
Comrade Mao Zedong issued "On the Historical Experience of the Proletarian 
Dictatorship," "On the Ten Major Relationships," "Eighth Party Congress" 
documents, “On the Correct Handing of Contradictions Among the People" and 
other important documents. Comparatively speaking, these documents are close 
to reality with regard to socialist society. But after 1958 out path be- 
came tortuous when it was claimed that our country hod entered into com- 
munism. The resolution on the establishment of the people's communes men- 
tioned the transition of collective ownership to the ownership by the whole 
people and pointed out that in some places this transition could be com- 
pleted within 3 to 4 years while in some other places it would take 5 to 6 
years or a little longer. 


The resolution even claimed that it would not be too long before communism 
was realized in our country, saying that we must explore the road to the 
transition of communism by actively using the form of the people's communes. 
In 1958, that theoretical authority and some other cadres said: You must 
take the road to communism and not socialism. And he himself said: "It 

is apparent now that the socialist society has been transiting and develop- 
ing into communism from the beginning." He thus basically denied the neces- 
sity of the socialist society as a transitional period. Even though this 
"wind of communism" did not last long because it was corrected at the 

Sixth Session of the Sixth Party Central Committee,it seriously hampered 

our socialist cause. Mistakes in theory have thus resulted in serious 
mistakes in our practice. During the 3-year readjustment period it was found 
that there had been mistakes with regard to the understanding of socialism, 
with the necessity of having a clear understanding of socialism being men- 
tioned. The understanding of the objective laws of socialism was mentioned 
in the notes on economics, ten years summary and the speech at the 7,000 
people meeting. This lesson taught us to understand that a socialist so- 
ciety covers a long historical period and cannot be overpassed. But our 
understanding of this society also experienced a tortuous path. Some 
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phenomena thet appeared during the 3 difficult years after 1962 along with 
anti-revisionist activities in the world made us regard the socialist society 
as a class society. Eventually we claimed that class struggle would exist 
forever, that the main contrediction was class struggle, that we should 
regard class struggle as the key, that all class struggles are political 
struggles and that we must seize power from "capitalist roaders.” It was 
claimed that capitalist roaders meant the bourgeoisie within the party, and 
that the root of the bourgeo:!sie within the party existed within the social- 
ist system--the right of the bourgeoisie and the principle of distribution 
according to work. Lin Biao, the "gang of four" and that theorist advocated 
all this and carried out an ultraleftist line in their attempt to seize 
party leadership and exercise feudal and fascist dictatorship. By that 
time, some comrades had failed to understand this simple logic: Since ours 
is still a class society and it is still necessary to carry out class strug- 
gle and seize power, the inevitable result is seizing power from the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat and overthrowing the socialist system. This 
mistake lasted longer anc was more serious than the theoretical mistake 
committed in 1958. 





These two mistakes committed during thepractice of socialism have one thing 
in common: They denied that socialism is the first stage to communism. In 
1958, we tried to directly transit to communism and denied the necessity of 
the transitional period of socialism. It was affirmed after 1962 that a 
socialist society covers a long historical period but that this society was 
regarded as a class society not much different from the one one. That 
theorist even said during the Cultural Revolution that our socialist society 
resembled a slave and feudal society. He said that just like a capitalist 
society, the socialist society was a social form with relative independence. 
This assertion in fact denied that a socialist society is a transitional 
period to a communist society. It is known to all that a class society is 
based on private ownership of the means of production with the existence of 
antagonistic classes. It is also known that slave, feudal and capitalist 
society existed in history. A communist society is based on public owner- 
ship of themeans of production and will have no classes. A socialist so- 
ciety is the first stage of the communist society. It is a society that 

has eliminated private ownership and the system of exploitation and has 

no antagonistic classes. To term a socialist society as a class society is 
to deny that this society is the first stage of a communist society. 


We have drawn experience from past setbacks and failures. After the smash- 
ing of the "gang of four," the party Central Committee demanded that atten- 
tion should be paid to the study of scientific socialism. After bring- 

ing order out of chaos, we have a deeper understanding of socialist society. 
However, this does not mean that we have understood this society well enough. 
In many aspects, socialism still is a realm of necessity to us. We still 
have a number of questions that have to be understood in practice through 
study and exploration. Our party, country and people have been seriously 
hampered by the sham socialism created by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
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over the past years. We suffered losses because we did not study scienti- 
fic socialism systematically. We can only grasp scientific socialism 
through study in practice. If we do pot guide our practice with the theory 
of scientific socialism, then we can only carry out practice blindly. 
Stalin said: "We must bear in mind what Lenin said: 'There will be no 
correct practice without a clear and correct theory.’” (Stalin: Col- 
lected Works, vol 6 p 225)

[Text] Beijing, January 15 (XINHUA)--Improved public services, particula’ly 
eating houses, were called for today in an article by a PEOPLE'S DAILY 
correspondent in a minority area. 


The article pointed out that dining facilities; in cities in these areas were 
particularly poor and created difficulties for minority peoples who had to 
make trips away from home. 


More hotels, restaurants in the custom and style of the minority peoples 
and more shops catering to their needs should be set up, the article said. 
Street signs and placards should also be written in minority languages 
and there should be provision of interpreters and guides for minority 
visitors, it added. 


The article focuses attention on the need to continue to improve on the gains 
in national work since nationwide liberation in 1949, when regional national 
autonomy was introduced in minority areas and the customs and habits as 

well as religious beliefs of the local people became respected. 


Due to the interference of the ultraleft line followed by Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four,” however, there was a backsliding in carrying out the party's 
national policy. In the past decade, the minority people's rights of 
nationa, autonomy, the use of their spoken and written languages as well as 
their customs and habits were not properly respected.

This was followed 
by articles and forums demanding strict implementation of the national 
policy. Local governments were called on to give wide publicity to the 
national policy and carry out speedy development of economic and cultural 
life in the minority areas.
